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GENEVA,  Dec.  18.— The  first  meeting  of  the  League  of  Nations 
Assembly  closed  this  evening  in  a  burst  of  eloquence  in  a  rather 
agitated  debate. 

The  opinion  expressed  by  many  of  the  delegates  is  that  the  As- 
sembly has  done  all  that  could  be  expected  of  it,  if  not  more. 

The  closing  hours  of  the  final  session  were  devoted  to  speeches 
by  Paul  Hymans,  president  of  the  body,  and  by  President  Motta,  of 

ration,  hcad^oilhe-Sw46s  delegation.    Both  declared, 
the  meeting  had  proved  to  the  world  that  the  League  of  Nations 
was  a  living,  vital  organism.    The  founding  of  the  international  court 
of  justice  was  pointed  to  by  the  two  men  as  the  outstanding  achieve- 
ment of  the  Assembly. 

Several  petty  projects  have  met  with  disaster,  yet  there  are  few, 
if  any,  delegates  who  remained  for  the  entire  Assembly  that  will 
leave  dissatisfied  with  the  work.  ^

NEW  TORK.  Dec.  18.— The  die- 
count  on  Canadian  ezch^se  at  New 
York  rolse  today  to  15^  per  cent, 
concerning:  which  The  New  York 
Herald  saya:

The  final  day  was  marked  by  an- 
other encounter  between  the  BrltlBh

Doherty  criticized  the  Council  for 
holding  back  information  about  man- 
dates, and  supported  the  rtcomman- 
datlons  of  the  mandates  committee, 
the  most  important  part  of  which 
were  that  the  Assembly  express  the 
opinion  that^he  resources  of  the  ter- 
ritories under  mandate  should  not  be 
exploited  by  the  mandatories  for  their 
own  profit  or  for  the  profit  of  the  Al-

Tho  recommendations  were  adopted 
unanimously.  Mr,  Balfour  contenting 
himself  by  saying  they  would  have  no 
effect,  instead  of  voting  against  them. 

In  the  debate,  Hon.  C.  J.  Doherty, 
of  Canada,  expressed  the  disappoint- 
ment felt  by  the  Canadian  delegates 
that  no  opportunity  had  been  given 
the  Assembly  to  examine  mandates. 

"There  will  be  no  better  test  of  the 
rincerlty  of  the  league  than  the  terms 
of  the  Mandates  and  the  manner  in 
ivhich  CIVey  are  executed,"  he  said. 

The  Minister  of  Justice  warned  the 
Council  of  the  league  of  the  gravity 
of  the  responsibility  It  had  assumed  in 
withholding  the  mandates  from  pub- 
!lolty. 

Esperanto  fell  a  victim  to  a  sharp 
assault  by  Oabriel  Hanotaux  when  the 
committee  reported  in  favor  of  an  ex- 
pression by  tho  Assembly  with  the  ob- 
ject of  encouraging  the  teaching  of 
Esperanto  in  the  public  schools  with  a 
vltew  to  making  It  eventually  an  inter- 
national language  and  the  language 
of  the  I.>eague.  After  a  debate  the 
Assembly  voted  against  the  proposaL 
CkMMl  Work  Done 

M.  Hymans,  in  his  closing  speech, 
said  the  session  of  the  Assembly  dem- 
onstrated to  all  the  value  of  the 
League. 

"The  League  has  developed  a  con- 
sciousness." he  said,  "and  now  re- 
solves to  live,  and  will  live.  Through 
tha  setting  up  of  an  international 
court  of  Justice,  the  Assembly  has 
established  a  house  of  richta  and  a 
palace  of  peace." 

The  activities  of  the  Assembly  re- 
specting typhus  he  declared  to  be  a 
magnificent  demonstration  of  human 
solidarity.  When  the  Assembly  spoke 
of  disarmament.  H.  Hymans  said,  the 
Qiembers  displayed  keen  anxiety  to 
lift  the  weight  of  armaments  from  the 
world,  but  realized  that  in  the  present 
unsettled  condition  of  Europe  nothing 
batter  could  be  done  than  had  been. 

Ha  referred  to  the  fraternal  spirit 
shown  hy  the  Assembly,  the  members 
of  which  were  separated  only  by 
shades  of  opinion,  not  by  prlnciplea 
He  appealed  to  tha  youth,  the  men  of 
tomorrow,  those  who  fought  in  the 
treat  war,  to  construct  a  moral  world 
Indispensable  to  the  future  of  man- 
kind, and  concluded: 

"Let  us  continue  our  ascendinc 
Haroh  toward  the  stars."

LONDON.  Dec.  18. — When  the 
amended  Irish  Home  Rule  bill 
reached  the  House  of  Commons  from 
the  House  of  Lords  tl)ls  afternoon,  it 
was  announced  by  Sir  Laming 
Wothlngton- Evans,  for  the  mlnlstiy 
that  the  Government  accepted  the 
proposal  framed  by  the  Upper  House 
regarding  the  Irish  council.  Thlf  re- 
moved the  only  outstanding  diffur- 
ence  between  the  Houses  and  indi- 
cated the  speedy  adoption  of  tli« 
bill. 

The  House  of  Lords  last  night 
agreed  to  virtually  all  the  amend- 
ments to  the  bill  made  by  the  Houi>e 
of  Commons,  changing  them  only  to 
provide  that  the  Irish  council  should 
not  be  elected  by  proportional  repre- 
aentation,  and  that  the  Lord-Lieuten- 
ant should  retain  the  right  of  nom- 
inating the  president  of  the  council. 

The  Lower  House  today  amended 
the  Lords'  proposal  that  if  either  area 
in  Ireland  refused  to  set  up  a  par- 
liament, the  executive  could  nut 
make  the  offer  a  second  time  unless 
within  two  years  both  Houses  adopt- 
fid  a  resolution  asking  for  it.  Oo  mo- 
tion of  the  Government  the  House 
passed  an  amendment,  by  a  vote  of 
176  to  12,  making  the  time  Umit 
lltree  years  after  June  1. 

The  bill  this  afternoon  was  return- 
ed to  the  Lords,  who  will  consider  It 
on   Monday. 

Mr.  Lloyd  George,  speaking  con- 
cerning the  time  limit  amendment, 
said  to  accept  the  Lords'  proposal  for 
two  years  was  placing  tlje  who.M 
cbanca  of  the  experiment  being 
brought  into  operation  upon  the  pos- 
8;bility  of  the  Government  being  able 
tq  succeed  at  fW1ttm"'i(r'^WhIle'B'A 
was  not  altogether  '  confident  that 
when  the  Government  made  the  offer 
to  the  southern  area  of  Ireland  i-i 
the  next  few  months  it  would  be  ac- 
cepted, the  Premier  asserted  ho 
thought  it  was  a  good  thing  to  try. 
It  would  be  a  means  of  beginning  to 
rtdly  the  population  against  the 
forces  of  disorder,  he  said.  Even  if 
the  Government  got  only  25  or  30 
per  cent  to  commit  themselves  to 
consitutional  methods,  Mr.  Lloyd 
George  said,  it  would  be  of  advan- 
tage. 

The  Premier  declared  that  Sir 
Hiima*  Greenwood,  Chief  Secretary 
for  Ireland,  had  achieved  remarkable 
success  in  the  direction  of  restoring 
order  in  Ireland,  and  tffere  was  a 
gi eater  desire  to  try  the  experiment 
of   constitutionalism   in    Ireland  again. 


REVOLUTION  FAILS  ^ 
IN  CZECHOSLOVAKIA 

PRAOUB,  Dae  18. — Normal  oondl- 
tlons  now  prevail  here  following  tha 
recent  revolutionary  movement,  and 
it  is  said  work  will  be  resumed 
throughout  Czecho-Slovakla  today. 

The  attempt  to  set  up  a  revolution- 
ary government  was  met  by  resolute 
measures  on  the  part  of  the  authori- 
ties. Including  the  declaration  of  mar- 
tial law  in  all  localities  where  pubUo 
order  was  threatened.  Consequently 
the  attempt  to  inaugurate  a  general 
strike  was  frustrated. 

VIENNA,  Dec.  18.— A  Pressburg, 
Cxecho-Slovakla,  dispatch  says  that  a 
revolutionary  strike  committee  in 
Verebly,  near  Pressburg,  yesterday  In- 
cited 2.000  striking  agricultural  work- 
ers In  the  district  to  an  attempt  to 
seize  the  town.  In  the  combat  with 
the  constabulary  three  strikers  were 
killed  and  many  wounded.  The  revo- 
lutionary committeemen'  were  ar- 
rested.

CONSTANTINOPLE,  Dec.  IS. — 
When  news  of  the  embarkation  at 
Venice  of  former  King  Constantino 
of  Greece  aboard  the  cruiser  Averoff. 
on  his  way  to  Athens,  became  known 
here,  the  Greeks  of  Constantinople 
manifested  their  strong  feeling 
against  Constantlne  in  a  clamorous 
demonstration  which  culminated  in 
street  fighting.  Those  friendly  to 
Constantlne  were  so  roughly  handled 
th^t  Allied  mlliUry  had  to  Intervene. 

Crowds  paraded  the  streets  singing 
the  Venixellst  anthem,  acclaiming  the 
Allied  officers  and  shouting  derisive 
epithets  at  Greek  oallors,  whom  thoy 
called  "traitors."  The  mob  snatched 
the  sailors'  caps  from  them  and  tore 
them  to  pieces.  The  Incident  lasted 
(or  several  hours,  much  to  the  sur- 
pilse  of  the  Allied  policemen,  yin^, 
were  unable  to  maintain  order,  not- 
withstanding the  fact  .they  menaced 
the  crowds  with  their  swords  and 
loaded   revolvers. 

A  crowd  created  a  nohry  demon- 
stration in  front  of  th«  headquarters 
of  th«  Greek  military  mission.  '  It 
attempted  to  break  into  the  head- 
quarters for  the  declared  purpose) 
Hi.  lynching  Colonel  Cousis,  chief  uf 
the  mission,  who  dare  not  appear  la 
public  because  of  threata  against 
him.  The  crowd  denounced  Colonel 
Cousis  aa  a  German  spy.  The  crowd 
later  proceeded  to  the  offlces  of  the 
RoyalUt  newspaper.  Patrls.  wrecked 
the  building  and  destroyed  the  pre««. 

The  manifestations  terminated  af.  a 
late  hour  last  night  with  the  Veni- 
scUat  general,  Tooaaoon.  oemmand- 
er  of  the  Smyrna  army,  being  oarrled 
through  the  streeU  by  a  delirious 
mob,  whteh  acclaimed  the  Alllea  and 
former  Premier  Venlaeloe.

Murders,  Robberies  and  Other 
Acts  of  Violence  Grow  More 
Numerous  —  Fault  Found 
With  Police  Commissioner 


NBW  TORK.  Dec.  IS.— New  Totk'a 
epldemio  of  criminal  activities  raK<'d 
unabated  today.^  Darlngr  holdups  and 
other  acta  of  violence  were  reported. 
Robber*  looted  a  store  in  Brooklyn 
of  If.OOO  in  dry  goods,  and  bandits 
held  up  and  robbed  two  Jewelry 
meaaensera  of  $12,000  in  cema  and 
money/^  There  were  many  minor 
burslarlea  and   asaaulta. 

Banner  heads  in  all  afternoon 
papers  told  of  the  crimes. 

"Five  new  holdups  and  robberies  as 
police  spread  net  for  bandits,"  said 
one.  "New  112,000  daylight  hold- 
up," flared  another. 

"Band  takes  women  from  eal>  In 
park,"  and  "bandits  bind  merchant 
and  rob  store,"  were  typical  of  the 
rest. 

The  demand  tliat  Police  Commis- 
sioner Enright  "must  go"  was  made. 
Condemnation  of  the  police  depart- 
ment's head  by  many  papera  grew  in 
severity  with  each  report  of  crime, 
while  the  department's  operating 
system  was  reported  as  being  "ro-< 
vamped,  so  that,  beginning  tonight, 
300  more  policemen  are  added  to 
the  dally  force  by  granting  each  po- 
liceman  fewer    hours   off." 

Representatives  of  the  Jewelers  ar- 
ranged with  Commissioner  Enright  to 
have  his  detectives  further  increased 
on  Madison  and  Fifth  Avenues  from 
82nd  to  Central  Park.  They  also 
announced  that  each  Jewelry  shop 
v/ould  employ  an  ex-service  man  as 
guard.

A  "flying  squadron"  of  fifty  de- 
tectives waa  sent  out  today  by  Pollco 
Commissioner  Enright  to  aid  in  com- 
batting the  crime  wave,  which  has 
called  forth  expressions  of  alarm 
from  Judges,  qlty  offlclals  and  numer- 
cus  civil  and  business  organisations. 
The  detectives,  equipped  with  high- 
speed autos.  were  ordered  to  tour  the 
city,  In  night  and  day  relays,  on  the 
lookout    for    gangsters. 

Mr.  Enright .  today  disagreed  with 
Judge  Rosalsky, 'who  yesterday  ad- 
vocated the  forming  of  vigilance 
committees  to  the  number  of  26,000, 
If  necessary,  taking  the  position  that 
the  unusual  number  of  private  citl- 
sens  carrying  arms  would  place  a 
heavier  responsibility  on  the  police 
deptfrtment. 

However,  numerous  organisations 
today  were  discussing  emergency 
neasuTes  to  insure  adequate  poUco 
protection.

JUTUND  RETORT 
EXCITES  COMMENT 


Some  London  Papers  Empha- 
size Points  of  German  Su- 
periority— Maio  Fact  Is  Ber- 
lin Admission  of  Defeat 


LONDON,  Dec.  It.— WbUe  leading 
newspapers  today  contain  many  col- 
umns professing  to  give  popular  ex- 
positions of  the  Jutland  dispatches 
Issued  yesterday,  editorial  comment 
pretty  generally  admit*  that  the  dis- 
patches are  too  voluminous  and  tech- 
nical to  add  very  much  to  the  average 
layman's  knowledge. 

The  Times  says  that  immensely 
more  important  are  the  lessons  to  b^ 
gathered  as  to  Britain's  future  policy. 
The  Mail  thinks  the  only  use  Jelllcoo 
appeared  to  have  for  battleships  waa 
to  keep  them  under  glass. 

Most  commentators,  however,  aTotd 
sides  with  the  conflicting  schools  of 
opiilion  on  the  battle.  The  Dally 
Chronicle,  chief  coalitionist'  organs 
emphasizes  the  number  of  points  at 
which  the  German  ships  were  indi- 
vidually superior.  "Their  battleships 
were  much  better  armored,  their  fir- 
ing was  extraordinarily  good,  their 
system  of  fire  direction  superior  to 
ours,  their  speeds  turned  out  much 
higher  than  we  had  reckoned,  and 
their  organization  for  night  fighting 
surpassed  ours  in  practically  every 
respect,"  says  The  Chronicle.  It  con- 
tinues: 

"These  were  the  factors  which 
enabled  them  to  inflict  to  much  loss 
on  a  superior  enemy.  They  really 
call    for    Investigation." 

The  other  critics  emphasize  these 
revelations    from    the   Jutland    papers. 

The  Daily  Graphic,  Independent 
organ,  says: 

— '^he  -main  result  of  Jutland  was 
the  surrender  of  the  German  fleet. 
Jel)lco  kept  his  fleet  intact,  and 
also  in  keeping  It  he  kept  the  mastery 
of  the  Seven   Seas. 

"If  he  had  forced  the  fighting  dur- 
ing thoee  dark  hours  In  the  North  Sea 
he  might  have  won.  but  England's 
greatest  weapon  against  Germany 
would  certainly  have  suffered  grievous 
loss,  and  the  best  tribute  to  his  Judg- 
ment is  to  be  found  in  the  fact  that 
the  Germans  never  ventured  out 
again.  They  knew  after  June  1  that 
they  were  beaten   at  se^."

Wednesday,   December   22nd.

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BUSINESS  OOIfDITIONS 


Controversies  between  different 
elements  representing  tbe  force  which 
controls  the  Industrial  situation  In 
Canada  upon  the  subject  of  the  eco- 
nomio  conditions  of  today  assftredly 
are  quite  futile.  The  labor  leaders 
charge  that  manufacturers  are  tail- 
ing advantage  of  the  depression  for 
tbe  purpose  of  forcing  wages  down; 
manufacturers  assert  that  tbe  general 
public,  by  curtailing  their  purchases, 
•re  compelling  manufacturers  and 
producers  to  curtail  their  output.  The 
old-elitablished  law  of  supply  and  de- 
mand, therefore,  may  be  assumed  to 
be  the  principal  factor  in  tha  situa- 
tion. DImtoution  in  the  demand  for 
goods  affects  the  demand  for  lalior  to^ 
produce  goods.  A  fact  that  must  be 
taken  into  consideration  is  that  the 
public  may  be  purchasing  In  accord- 
ance with  the  means  at  its  disposal. 
Furthermore,  it  has  been  exhorted  to 
prsctlse  the  virtue  of  thrift  and  the 
habit  of  industry.  "Work  and  save" 
It  has  been  told,  and  avoid  Indulgence 
In  luxnries.  particularly  those  of  for* 
ti/m  orjgln.  and  the  economic  situs

tlon  gradually  will  adjust  Itself.  Dur- 
ing  the   period   of   borrowing   money 
waa     pleatiful     and     was     expended 
lavishly;    now    the    time    has    eome 
for       saving       to        meet       charges 
upon     money     borrowed.     But     even 
practice     of     the     virtue     of     thrift 
may  be  carried  to  extremes.     "Busi- 
ness AS  usual,"  It  will  be  remembered, 
was  the  established   motto   of  Great 
Britain  when  war  broke  out,  and  the 
maxim  was  acted  upon  at  least  to  the 
extent  that  circumstances  would  per- 
mit.     The   people   of  Canada  should 
continue  to  do  busioesa  »h  usual  also 
during  the  period  of  reaction  follow- 
ing the  war,  of  course  within  the  lim- 
its  imposed    by    their   circumstances. 
It   is    the    inclination    to   run    to    ex- 
tremes    that     aggravates     conditions 
during  a   period   of   depression.     An- 
other    war    maxim,    "Carry    on,"    is 
especially  appropriate  to  the  present 
condition     of     the     business     life     of 
Canada.

lilQVOR   AND   CRIME 


The    experience    of   Quebec    under 
strict   liquor   regulations  and   of  On- 
tario   under    prohibition  of  modified 
degree     indicates    that    legal    enact- 
ments   are    not    a   complete    panacea 
for  all    the   ills   of   the   body   politia 
Ardent    prohibitionists    were    almost 
pathetically  confident  that  if  the  pub- 
lic sale  of  liquor  were  prohibited  Jails 
would  become  relics  of  the  past  and 
the    oMt    ot    maintenance    of    police 
forces    would     be     greatly     reduced. 
Police  reports  from  the  two  eastern 
Province*,  hardly    support    any   such 
deduction.  Crime  there  has  increased 
about   80  per  cent,   according   to  of- 
flolal  returns.     Of  course   the  condl- 
Uons  reported  Are  not  due  to  prohi- 
bition;  they  might  have  been   worse 
if  the  bars  were  open  and  the  sale  of 
liquor  unrestricted  except  as  to  hours. 
The   comparison,     therefore,     fa    notH 
completely  convincing;  but  it  renders 
the  experiment  which  British  Colum- 
bia   is    about    to    undertake,    on    the 
mandate  o*  the  people,  of  government 
control  and  sale  particularly  interest- 
ing.    A  great  deal  will  depend  upon 
the  nature  of  the  measure  that  will 
b«  Introduced   in   the  LegisUture  by 
th«  Government  and  the  character  of 
tho  provisions  made  for  lu  enforce- 
mont.     It  is  said  that  in  "mbltlludo 
of   counsel   there   is   wisdom."      The 
•dvocatea    of    moderation    of    course 
will  give  the  administration  the  bene- 
nt  of  Its  advice  in  the  preparation  of 
•  bill  governing  the  sale  of  liquor; 
bttt  we  hope  the  absolute  prohibition- 
Ista  also  will  not  stand  aloof  in  the 
matter,  ta  some  of  them  have  threat- 
eiiMl  to  do.    They  ahould  not  take  the 
PosiUon    that    because    their    desires 
have  been   thwarted   by  the   popular 
verdict  that  they  have  no  further  In- 
terest In  the  quesuon.    it  is  the  duty 
of  •!!  good  citlsens  to  assist  in  the 
enactment  of  measures  for  the  pro- 
motion of  sohrtety  and  order  In  the 
community.    Th#  pending  moderation 
act  will  have  a  ptefotind  effect  upon 
tho  social  fntor*  of  British  Columbia 
•nd  all  elements  should  combine  in 
\t9  preparation. 


The  authority  which  should  deal 
with  daylight  saving  is  the  Federal 
Qovernment,  for  the  reason  that  such 
a  measure,  to  be  successful  and  pro- 
duce the  best  results,  should  be  ap- 
plicable to  the  whole  country.  In 
Britain  the  system  has  been  made 
perpetual,  so  far  as  Parliament  can 
perpetuate  arty  legislation.  But  the 
farmers  of  Canada,  for  reasons  they 
deem  to  be  vital,  object  to  any 
changes  in  timfc  as  registered  by 
clocks.  Therefore  the  Dominion  Par- 
liament naturally  will  not  ad9Pt  any 
measure  to  which  the  farmers  are 
firmly  opposed.  But  the  people  of 
nearly  all  cities  favor  daylight  saving. 
Many  of  the  municipalities  will  adopt 
it  during  the  coming  Summer.  We 
believe  the  people  of  Victoria  want  It, 
and  the  decision  of  the  City  CouncU 
to  give  them  an  opportunity  to  ex- 
press their  opinion  through  a  refer- 
endum at  the  pending  municipal  elec- 
tions is  to  be  commended. 


Mayor  Church  of  Toronto  is  suing 
a  newspaper  for  libel.  ,  We  shall  not 
enter  into  details  of  the  case  for  fear 
of  aggravating  tHe  circumstances  in 
which  our  contemporary  Is  involved, 
but  the  statement  of  the  Mayor  that 
"his  health,  his  happiness  and  htH 
honor  are  all  he  has  left,"  and  they 
would  take  even  "that"  away,  surely 
cannot  be  altogether  correct.  His 
Worship  has  nerved  the  city  of  To- 
ronto for  many  years  in  a  mayoral 
capacity,  and  that  credit  should  be 
sufliciont  to  compensate  for  the  al- 
leged libellous  allegations  of  any 
newspaper.

"If  I  come  here  and  aekcd  you  to 
authorize  mo  to  cut  up  my  property 
Into  little  chunk*,  with  a  henhoueo 
on  one  and  a  barn  on  another,  and 
BO  on.  you  would  laugh  at  me."  de- 
clared Alderman  K.  B.  Andros  yes- 
terday, when  the  Council  waa  re- 
quested to  pass  Judgment  on  a  pro- 
posed subdivision  on  Michigan  Street 
between  Oswego  and  Wenzles  Streets. 
The  frontages  specified  were  26  aiSb 
33  feet  respectively,  the  original  lot 
being  60  feet  by  124.  Two  houses 
have   existed  on   tho  lot  since   1914. 

Although  there  are  regulations  for- 
bidding subdivision  of  "town  lots"  of 
less  than  40  feet  in  width,  the  Council 
has  never  defined  what  sections 
should  be  con.<iidered  in  this  category. 

On  motion  of  Alderman  Todd.  City 
Engineer  Preston  and  Building  In- 
spector Barf  will  report  on  what  they 
consider  should  be  the  limit  In  this 
connection. 

"If  you  let  this  pass,  there  is  no- 
thing to  prevent  a  man  putting  up  a 
runt  of  a  house  In  a  corner  of  his 
property  and  selling  It  along  with  a 
few  soda  of  earth."  eaid  Alderman 
Andros.  "It  ia  al>out  time  that  we 
put  our  foot  down  forever  on  this 
sort  of  thing  and  came  to  our  senses." 

A  by-law  aetUns  40  feet  width  aa 
the  limit  waa  propoaed.  but  City  Soli- 
citor H.  S.  Pringle  felt  such  a  plan 
would  conflict  with  existing  legisla- 
tion, and  Alderman  Todd  said  that 
it  would  lead  to  a  general  tendency 
toward  reducing  tho  size  of  residential 
lots,  which  waa  aomethlna  to  be 
discouraged.

Mr,  Lome  A.  Campbell  Confi- 
dent That  Reduced  Costs 
Will  Result  In  Revival  of  Im- 
portant Mining  Industry 


Confidence  that  gold  pfednetlen  ta 
Britlah  Colymbla  will  resume  Its  ter- 
mer normal  prodnctlon  when  costs 
of  materials  and  labor  are  reduced  to 
a  more  reasonable  level  Is  the  oplaJon 
of  Mr.  Lome  A.  Campbell,  president 
of  the  Kootenar  Xllght.  Ueat  and 
Power  Company,  who  a|>«nt  yesterday 
In  the  city.  h 

Mr.  TJampbell,  who  was  tfinlater  of 
Mines  In  the  former  Bowser  cabinet, 
and  la  an  authority  on  mining  condi- 
tions iiv  the  Proyinoe  and  especially 
of  the  interior,  sees  no  reason  for  on. 
easiness  in  the  present  situation.  In 
fact,  he  stated,  the  present  situation 
Is  the  most  favorable  for  the  healthy 
development  of  natura]  resources  of 
any  time  since  1914  when  the  out- 
break of  the  treat  war  created  con- 
ditions under  which,  whtlo  the  de- 
mands for  other  materials  showed  a 
tremendous  Increase,  that  for  cold, 
owing  to  the  coi^ditions  arislnr.  re- 
sulted In  an  almost  complete  cessa- 
tion of  the  Industry. 

Peace  time  conditions  having  re- 
turned, the  reconstruction  of  business 
on  a  peace  basis  if  now  under  way. 
Mr.  Campbell  stated.  Deflation  will 
mean  that  industries  will  require  less 
capital  to  flnaneo  manufacturlnf  or 
any  form  of  production.  In  conse- 
quence livlnc  costs  will  recede  and 
with  them  labor  costs  most  com* 
down.  Credit  conditions  will  become 
more  normal. 

It  Is  Mr.  Campbell's  belief  that  to- 
wards the  end  of  1921  there  will  have 
been  sreat  profsress  made  in  estab- 
lishing healthy  aod  economically 
sound  business  conditions  throughout 
the  country. 

Mining  ooifditlona  In  the  Kootonays. 
Mr.  Campbell  stated,  will  show  im- 
provement. The  principal  values  of 
the  Roasland  camp  are  gold,  and, 
during  the  period  of  Inflation,  gold 
was  the  only  dispensible  commodity 
which  did  not  show  an  increase  In 
price,  due  to  tho  aUndardizing 
through  international  agre^menta. 
As  a  iresult,  gold  producer^,  faead 
with  huge  Increases  in  wages,  cost  of 
materials  and  general  overhead  ex- 
penses, found  that  they  were  still  re- 
ceiving the  same  price  for  their  pro- 
duct as  before  the  war.  Consequent- 
ly gold  mining  operations  through- 
out the  province  have  been  practical- 
ly At  a  standstill.  With  lower  cosU 
as  prices  of  materials  and  wages  tfrop, 
the  indnstry  will  resume  its  erstwhile 
activity. 

The  InacMvlty  of  the  mines  in  tha 
Kootenays  has  resulted  in  consider- 
able unemployment.  Mr.  Campbell 
suted,  but  the  situation  Is  not  ser- 
ious. There  Is  considerable  activity 
in  coal-minlng  in  Alberta  and  along 
tha  Crow'a  Neat  Paaa  in  Brltiab  Col- 
onbla. 
Mr.  Campbell,  who  was  aceompan- 

I  led  by  Mrs.  Campbell  and  their  son. 
left  last  evening  on  hla  return  to 
Roasland  where  his  headquarters  are.

Mrs.  A.  K.  Oooderham'a  chapter, 
organized  fourteen  yeara  ago  an  a 
woman's  auxiliary  to  the  Royal  Gren- 
adiers' UfBlment,  has  sent  back  Its 
charter  to  the  I.  O.  D.  K.  Toronto's 
Municipal  Chapter,  of  which  It  1h  one 
of  the  forty  or  so  primary  chapters, 
ts   to   consider   Us   action    later. 

Those  in  cloDcst  touch  with  the 
former  national  president  of  the  I.  O. 
n.  K.  declare  the  chapter's  action  was 
nffalnst  her  wishes.  Interviewed  as 
to  whether  this  were  true.  Mrs. 
Qooderham  said:  "I  refuse  to  rIvc 
anything  to  the  press  at  all."  Her 
chapter's  letter  plven  to  the  prebs 
contains  fullest  details  aa  to  their 
Views. 

Mrs.  W.  ft.  Jackson,  Municipal  re- 
gent, would  make  no  comment  on  the 
chapter's  action:  "This  rcsigrnatlon 
will  not  be  receivvd  by  the  Municipal 
Chapter  until  Friday  afternoon.  Un- 
til then  I  can  make  no  comment."

CHAPTER.  XXXIII. 

The  Prank  Slide—Paul  lao  Azie— The  Long 
Arm  of  the  Law— Rex  va.  King — Corporal 
Smith  at  Norway  House— Title  "Royal" 
Granted  Northwest  Mounted  Police — Non- 
commissioned Officers'  Instruction  Class 
— Parewell  Visit  of  the  Earl  of  Mpto— 
ConsUble  Pedley. 

ENTION  should  have  been  made 
in  the  previous  chapter  of  the 
overwhelming  disaster  which 
overtook  the  mining  town  of 
Frank,  in  the  Crow's  Nest  Pass, 
on  April  29,  1903,  Between  4  and  5  o'clock 
in  the  morning,  without  any  warning,  a  large 
portion  of  the  northern  face  of  Turtle  Moun- 
tain slid  into  the  valley  /below,  fortunately 
only  touching  the  lower  part  of  the  town. 
This  slide  crossed  the  valley,  scooping  up 
river,  rocks  and  trees,  carrying  them  across 
the  valley,  a  distance  of  about  a  mile  and  a 
half,  up  the  opposite  side  to  a  height  of  400 
to  SCO  feet,  and  piling  debris  in  places  to  the 
depth  of  100  feet  in  the  valley,  and  spreadyig 
out,  east  and  west,  a  distance  of  about  two 
mites. 

It  was  ascertained  that  sixty-three  per- 
sons, including  men,  women  and  children, 
were  killed,  and,  excepting  twelve,  it  was 
found  to  be  an  impossibility  to  recover  them, 
they  being  buried  where  the  greatest  depth 
of  slide  occurred. 

A  great  amtntnt  of  ^'aluable  property  was 

destroyed,  the  Canadian-American  Coal  & 
Coke  Company  being  the  heaviest  losers,  los- 
ing all  their  machinery,  horses,  etc.  The 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  had  one  and  three- 
quarter  miles  of  their  track  completely  wiped 
out,  necessitating  the  building  of  a  wagon 
ro4d  round  the  slide  for  the  conveyance  of 
passengers  and  mails.  Nineteen  men  were 
working  in  the  piine  at  the  time  of  the  slide, 
of  whom  two  were  killed,  the  other  seventeen 
working  their  way  out  the  same  evening.  The 
French  Mining  Company  had  about  two  miles 
of  their  railroad  buried,  and  Messrs.  Poupore 
&  McVeigh,  who  were  building  this  road  at 
the  time,  lost  all  their  camp  and  building 
equipment. 

It  can  be  easily  understood  that  when  this 
great  slide  occurred,  with  the  air  filled  with 
powdered  limestone,  and  the  small  or  unset- 
tled portions  coming  down,  the  report  should 
have  been  started  that  it  was  an  earthquake. 
On  the  morning  of  the  disaster  Inspector 
Davidson,  in  command  of  the  sub-district  in 
which  Frank  was  situated,  immediately  rode 
up  from  Pincher  Creek,  with  all  available 
men,  to  strengthen  the  Northwest  Mounted 
Police  detachment.  Ten  men  from  Calgary, 
under  Inspector  Douglas,  were  dispatched 
to  the  scene,  and  as  soon  as  possible  rein- 
forcements were  sent  from  Macleod  and  Leth- 
bridge. 

Premier  Haultain,  of  the  Northwest  Gov- 
ernment, authorized  the  immediate  construc- 
tipn  of  a  road  over  the  debris,  and  the  police 
took  oyer  the  duties  of  carrying  the  mails 
•until  it  was  completed.  Any  who  were 
destitute  were  looked  after,  but,  taking  every- 
thing into  consideration,  there  was  not  as 
much  destitution  gis  might  have  been  expected. 
the  police  only  requiring  to  issue  a  few  days' 
rations  until  such  time  as  work  could  be  got 
for  those  who  had  families  requiring  same. 

As  the  chief  engineer  of  the  Canadian  Pa- 
cific Railway,  on  the  day  following  the  slide, 
thought  that  a  portion  of  the  mountain  was 
creeping,"  a  meeting  was  called  to  notify  the

By  the  end  of  November  of  the  same  year 
it  was  reported  that  Frank  was  in  as  good  a 
position  as  at  the  time  of  the  slide,  and  that 
the  population  was  just  about  the  same,  with 
"business  as  usual." 

At  this  stage  of  their  history  the  North- 
west Mounted  Police  had  gained  a  reputation, 
both  at  home  and  abroad,  as  an  effective  or- 
ganization, which  materially  forwarded  the 
progress  of  the  Territories.  People  seemed 
to  hear  more  of  their  dojpgs  and,  to  a  certain 
extent,  gavo'them  credit  fbr  the  tremendous 
amount  of  work  which  they  satisfactorily  car- 
ried out  in  the  interests  of  Canadian  justice.

food  or  protection,  one  a  little  boy  and  the 
other  a  little  girl,  aged  two  and  three  years, 
respectively.  It -being  an  eight  days'  trip,  or 
about  130  or  140  miles  from  his  camp  to  Fond- 
du-Lac,  his  sister,  a  young  girl  about  fifteen 
years  old,  got  fatigued  after  the  first  or  second 
day's  journey.  He  left  her  behind  on  the 
road,  also  without  food  or  protection.  This 
poor  girl  wandered  about  the  woods  for  sev- 
eral daj's  in  a  dreadful  state  of  starvation, 
until  she  was  picked  up  by  some  Indians  that 
were  camped  in  that  direction.  She  told  them 
her  story,  and  some  of  these  Indians  started 
back  to  search  for  the  children.     When  they 


etc.,  for  a  season's  hunting  and  trapping,  go- 
ing over  the  Swan  Hills  trail  to  Lesser  Slave 
Lake  where  they  were  seen  'to  arrive  by  a 
large  number  of  Indians,  whites  and  half- 
breeds.  They  camped  on  the  Moosto6s 
Reserve  at  Sucker  Creek  and  were  visited  by 
the  Indians  and  others.  On  the  second  day 
after  they  arrived.  Hay  ward  was  missing,  and 
King,  with  all  the  outfit,  struck  camp  and 
moved  away,  saying  his  partner  had  gone  to 
Sturgeon  Lake.  This  aroused  the  suspicions 
of  the  Indian  chief,  Moostoos,  as  a  shot  had 
been  heard,  and  the  action  of  King  in  build- 
ing a  huge  fire  on  the  spot,  and  his  story  about 


CORPORAL  CLASS  OF  190S-1906 


At  this  time  they  more  than  ever  had  to  deal 
with  all  classes  of  men — the  lawless  element 
on  the  border,  the  cowboys  and  Indians  on  the 
plain,  the  coal  miners  on  the  mountains,  the 
gold  miners  in  the  Yukon,  and  the  American 
whalers  and  Eskimos  in  Hudson  Bay  and  the 
far  distant  Arctic  Sea.  Their  duties  had  been 
carried  out  to  the  best  of  thtfir  ability,  and  no 
case  of  crime  has  ever  been  too  remote  to  be 
investigated.  Numerous  good  examples  of 
the  hard  work  entailed  and  long  distances 
traveled  by  the  police  in  the  execution  of  their 
duty,  occurred  during  the  years  1903-1904,  of 
which  the  following  may  be  mentioned: 

On  December  8,  1903,  Sergeant  Field, 
stationed  at  Fort  Chipewyan,  reported  that 
"a  halfbreed  arrived  here  from  Fond-du-Lac, 
on  Lake  Athabasca,  and  reported  that  an  In- 
dian, Paul  Izo  Azie,  living  at  Blacl^  Lake, 
near  Fond-du-Lac.  had  deserted  his  adopted 
children  in  the  bush  some  time  during  last 
September. 

"The  particulars  of  the  case  are:  This  In- 
dian, Paul  Izo  Azie,  was  camped  on  an  island 
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people  of  Frank  of  this  observation,  and 
facilities  were  placed  at  their  disposal  to  en- 
able them  to  evacuate  the  town.  The  day  fol- 
lowing again  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  make 
it  compulsory  to  evacuate,  and  this  was  suc- 
cessfully carried  out  without  trouble  or 
bother.  The  injured  in  the  hospital  were  re- 
moved on  a  special  train  to  the  police  detach- 
ment building,  situated  half  a  mile  west  from 
Frank,  the  police  themselves  giving  up  their 
bailding  and  camping  on  the  prairie. 

From  that  time  on  a  dead  line  was  main- 
Uined  at  the  west  end  of  the  town  nntil  it  was 
considered  thut  all  danger  was  past  from  » 
further  slide,  and  no  one  was  allowed  in,  ex- 
cept during  daylight  and  to  attend  their  own 
business.  The  police  examined  all  buildings 
to  ace  that  everything  was  secured,  and  it  is 
rcMu-lcAble  ^at  not  one  tingle  ease  of  looting 
oce«rred  dtning  the  whole  of  these  operations. 
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in  Black  I^ke,  where  he  intended  fishing  and 
hunting  during  the  Fall  and  Winter.  One 
day  he  sighted  four  or  five  canoes,  with  a 
number  of  men  on  board,  coming  towards  his 
camp.  He  fired  two  shots  in  the  air,  as  is 
customary  amongst  Indians  as  a  sign  of 
friendliness.  They  did  not  reply  or  take  any 
notice  of  his  shooting,  but  paddled  off  in 
another  direction,  and  landed  on  the  main 
shore  of  the  lake.  This  man  being  very 
superstitious,  as  most  Indians  are,  concluded 
that  these  were  bad  people  and  intended  kill- 
ing hint  and  all  his  family.  He  got  very 
frightened,  so  HI  got  his  wife,  sister  and  two 
little  children  and  himself  into  his  canoe  and 
paddled  ashore,  leaving  his  camping  outfit 
and  all  his  belongings  behind  him.  When  he 
landed  on  shore,  he  sUrted  off  on  foot  for 
Food-du-Lac,  followed  by  his  wife  and  sister, 
leaving  the  two  little  children  behind  without 


got  there,  they  found  the  camp  just  as  the  In- 
dian had  left  it,  nothing  taken  or  stolen.  They 
tracked  the  little  children  along  the  shore  and 
where  they  went  up  into  the  bush.  They  fol- 
lowed up  their  tracks  into  the  woods,  and  then 
fired  two  or  three  shots,  and  called  out  a^ 
loud  as  they  could,  but  got  no  reply.  Then 
they  went  a  little  further,  and  •  there  they 
found  a  little  dress,  all  blood-stained  and  torn, 
with  wolf  tracks  all  round,  where  the  little 
girl  had  evidently  been  eaten  by  wolves. 
They  could  find  no  trace  or  sign  of  the  other 
child  anywhere.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the 
little  boy  has  been  devoured  by  wolve^  also. 

"These  Indians  who  found  the  little  dress, 
and  also  this  man's  sister,  being  the  principal 
witnesses  in  the  case,  were  not  at  Fond-du- 
Lac  at  the  time  Constable  Pedley  was  out 
there,  so  he  did  not  arrest  this  Paul  Izo  Azie, 
as  he  could  not  get  the  witnesses. 

"They  will  all  he  at  Fond-du-Lac  next 
Summer  for  treaty  payments.  I  will  then  go 
myself  and  arrest  this  Indian  and  get  the 
witnesses  and  all  necessary  evidence  on  the 
case  and  take  them  out  for  trial." 

Black  Lake  is  about  250  miles  east  of  Fort 
Chipewyan,  The  end  of  the  above  story  is 
that  the  accused  was  arrested  at  Fond-du-Lac 
on  June  28.  1904,  and  committed  for  trial  at 
Edmonton  by  Inspector  West.  He  was  es- 
corted there  by  Sergeant  Field,  accompanied 
by  the  witnesses.  On  July  25.  he  was  tried  at 
Edmonton  by  Mr.  Justice  Scott,  convicted 
and  sentenced  to  two  years  in  Stony  Mountain 
Penitentiary. 

In  carrying  out  this  duty,  vSergcant  Field 
traveled  with  his  prisoner,  by  boat,  667  miles ; 
by  trail,  ninety  miles,  and  by  train,  1,037 
miles,  a  total  distance  of  1.788  miles. 

Again :  A  warrant  of  commital  to  Brandon 
Asylum  of  an  Indian,  named  Paul  Jones,  ad- 
judged insane,  living  at  Pelican  Narrows, 
north  of  Prince  Albert,  was  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  police.  Inspector  Hefferman 
was  detailed  to  execute  it.  He  left  Prince  Al- 
bert with  Constable  Dunning  ou  March  1, 
and  returned  with  the  lunatic  on  March  -25' 
having  traveled  in  the  execution  of  this  duty 
829  miles,  mostly  by  dog  train. 

And  yet  again:  The  Hudson's  Bav  Com- 
pany's officer  in  charge  of  Deer  Lake  Post  re- 
ported, on  January  30,  1903,  that  one  of  the 
company's  employees  at  Hatchet  Lake  had 
lost  his  life  in  the  Summer  of  190a  and  that 
foul  play  was  suspected.  The  report  was  not 
received  at  headquarters  until  February  2, 
1904,  a  year  after  it  was  written.  Inspector 
Hefferman  made  inquiries  at  Pelican  Narrows 
and  recommended  that  a  thorough  investiga- 
tion should\be  made.  Inspector  Genereux 
was  detailed  for  this  duty.  He  left  Prince 
Albert  on  August  26,  1904,  accompanied  Jbj 
Dr.  Bourgiault,  one  constable  and  the  neces- 
sary guides  and  boatmen.  He  returned' 
Januarjr  9,  1905.  Hatchet  Lake,  by  the  canoe 
route,  IS  upwards  of  800  miles  north  of  Prmce 
Albert. 

As  illustrating  the  value  of  poli^  detach- 
ments in  the  Far  North,  two  examfHes  mar 
be  mentkmed,  the  first,  that  of  Rex  vs.  King, 
murder,  and,  secondly,  the  heroic  work  of 
Corporal  D.  B.  Smith.  sUtioned  at  Norway 
House,  Lake  Winnipeg. 

The  King  murder  case  took  place  at  Lesser 
Slave  Lake,  some  300  miles  north  of  Edmon- 
ton. In  August.  1904,  two  men,  named  Kmg 
and  Hayward.  as  partners,  suited  frtmi  Ed- 
monton with  an  pntfit  of    i>ack  boritai  |iip% 


Hayward  being  most  improbable,  he  (the 
chief)  informed  the  police.  Staff-Sergeant 
Anderson  and  Constable  McDonald  imme- 
diately took  the  matter  in  hand,  with  the 
result  that  portions  of  the  supposed  murdered 
man  were  found  in  the  camp  fire  and  articles 
belonging  to  him  in  a  slough  nearby.  King 
was  immediately  arrested  and  taken  to  Fort 
Saskatchewan,  and  after  some  little  trouble 
and  delay,  the  identity  of  the  murdered  man 
'was  established.  King  was  tried  in  Edmon- 
ton in  March,  1905,  and  some  months  later 
hung. 

Corporal  Smith  earned  well  deserved 
promotion  in  the  following  manner:  In  1904, 
a  bad  epidemic  of  diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever 
broke  out  near  Norway  House  amongst  the 
Indians  and  halfbreeds,  who  were  dying  by 
scores.  Smith  found  himself  faced  with  a 
grave  shortage  of  supplies,  practically  no 
medical  comforts  and  no  assistance  to  speak 
of.  Day  by  day,  while  the  epidemic  raged 
and  rail  its  course,  he  tended  the  sick,  and 
was  doctor  ahd  nurse  combined.    When  the  dis- 


high  honor  which  has  been  conferred  npon  it, 
and  I  trust  it  will  continue,  by  loyalty,  in- 
tegrity and  devotion  to  duty,  to  merit  the 
great  distinction  which  His  Majesty  has  been 
so  graciously  pleased  to  bestow  upon  it" 

This  year  a  new  departure  was  undertaken 
which  added  greatly  to  the  efficiency  of  the 
non-commissioned  officers.  In  addition  to 
training  the  recruits  and  usual  division  drill, 
staff  rides  and  musketry,  the  experiment  was 
tried,  during  the  Winter,  of  bringing  into  tho 
depot  two  acting  non-commissioned  officers 
from  each  division  to  undergo  a  course  of  in- 
struction. Heretofore  it  had  been  customarf 
to  promote  a  constable  without  any  further 
instruction  than  his  actual  experience,  but  as 
this  experiment  turned  out  so  successful 
the  commissioner  decided  that  in  future  no 
constable  should  be  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
corporal  until  he  underwent  a  course  of  in- 
struction at  the  depot. 

This  course  was  by  no  means  an  easy  one, 
and  after  the  constable  had  proved  himself  to 
be  deserving  of  promotion  and  was,  in  con- 
sequence, recommended  for  the  corporal's 
class,  he  was  required  to  pass  out  in  the  fol- 
lowing subjects:  Summary  of  constable's 
duties,  detachment  duty,  discipline,  duties  in 
barracks,  interior  economy,  reports,  voucherSr 
correspondence,  etc.,  equitation,  driving, 
gymnastics,  veterinary  course,  comprised  of 
care  and  managehicnt  of  horses  in  barracks; 
camp  and  line  of  march,  parts  of  a  horse, 
treatment  of  simple  ailmentsT^Titting  of  sad- 
dlery  and  blanket  folding,  fitting  of  harness, 
single,  double  and  four-in-hand;  guards,  pic- 
quets  and  royal  escorts,  map  reading,  sketch- 
ing, rouj^h  plans;  traveling  by  compass,  watch 
and  stars,  drill,  mounted  and  dismounted; 
musketry,  first  aid,  shoeing  and  packing. 

Their  Excellencies  the  Governor-General 
and  Lady  Minto  paid  a  farewell  visit  to  the 
Territories  in  September,  1904.  Ceremonial 
escorts  were  furnished  at  Calgary  and  Regina, 
and  an  escort  of  one  officer,  twenty-five  non- 
commisioned  officers  and  men  and  forty-two 
horses  accompanied  His  Excellency  on  a  ride 
from  Edmonton  to  Saskatoon.  Saddle  horse| 
were  supplied  for  His  Excellency  and  party, 
also  camp  equipment  and  transport.  'The 
force  also  established  a  permanent  camp  for 
Her  Excellency  and  party  at  Qu'Appelle 
Lake  and  furnished  saddle  horses,  carriages 
and  heavy  transport. 

His  Excellency  was  pleased  to  express  his 
approval  in  the  following  letter  to  the  comp- 
troller from  his  military  secretary: 

VOttawa,  ' 

"October  i,  1904. 

"Sir, — I  am  commanded  by  the  Governor- 
General  to  express  to  you  His  Excellency'^ 
warm  appreciation  of  the  admirable  arrange- 
ments made  for  him  on  the  occasion  of  his  re- 
cent ride  from  Edmonton  to  Saskatoon,  and 
also  for  Lady  Minto,  in  camp  lately  occupied 
by  Her  Excellency  at  Qu'Appelle  Lakes.  In 
both  cases  everything  that  was  possible  was 
done  to  ensure  the  <^mfort  of  Their  Excel- 
lencies, and  I  was  to  ask  that  you  will  accept 
for  yourself,  and  kindly  convey  to  the  com- 
missioner'and  the  officers,  non-commissioned 
officers  and  men  of  the  Royal  Northwest 
Mounted  Police,  the  grateful  thanks  of  their 
Excellencies.

Before  closing  the  story  of  this  year's 
events,  the     story    of  Constable    A.  Pedley, 
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ease  had  finally  claimed  its  victim,  through 
lack  of  assistance,  he  was  forced  to  act  as 
grave  digger  and  undertaker.  Eventtially  as- 
sistance was  procured,  and  thfc  scourge  ran  it- 
self out,  but  not  before  Smith  had  had  a  full 
opportunity  of  displaying  his  interpretation 
of  "devotion  to  duty." 

In  ISKH*  His  Majesty  gave  personal  recog- 
nition to  the  services  rendered  by  the 
force  for  so  many  years  to  the  Dominion  and 
the  Empire  by  conferring  upon  it  the  title  of 
"Royal."  Intimation  of  this  honor  was  con- 
veyed by  an  Announcement  in  The  Canada 
GazcMe  of  June  24,  1904,  reading  as  follows : 

"HU  Majesty  the  King  has  been  graciooa- 
ly  pleased  to  confer  the  title  of  'Royal'  npon 
the  Northwest  Mounted  Police." 

Referring  to  this  honor  to  the  ktret,  the 
commissioner,  in  his  report  for  the  yt^r, 
wrote:  "The  force  is  deeply  tauibl^  of  the 


stationed  at  Fort  Chipewyan,  and  detailed  to 
escort  a  lunatic  from  that  place  to  Fort  Sas- 
katchewan, must  be  told.  His  report  states; 
"1  left  Chipewyan  in  charge  of  the  lunatic  on 
December  17,  1904.  with  an  interpreter  and 
two  dog  trains.  After  traveling  for  five  days 
through  slush  water  up  to  our  kneea,  we  ar- 
rived at  Fort  McKay  on  December  22.  Ow- 
ing to  the  extreme  cold,  the  prisoner's  feet 
were  frost  bitten.  I  did  kll  I  could  to  relieve 
him,  and  purchased  some  large  mocassins  to 
allow  more  wrappings  for  his  feet. 

"I  traveled  without  accidem  nntil  the  37th, 
reaching  B^j  Werchnmc  Lake.  Here  I  had  to 
lay  off  a  day  to  frnxrure  a  guide,  as  thare  wai 
no  trail.  I  arrived  at  Lac  la  Bicbc  00  tb« 
31st.  and  flccvred  a  team  of  boriM  to  ^Mirf 
ne  to  Fort  Saskatchewan.  I  wrvnd  awpm..

HEN  all  die  eminent  aathorities 
have  said  their  say  on  the  ad- 
vantages of  specializing  in  just 
one  or  two  lines,  a  farm  that  is 
practically  "self-contained"  will 
continae  to  exercise  its  fascinations  upon  cer- 
tain minds.  The  feeling  that  railway  rates 
can  soar  still  higher  if  they  want  to,  that 
miners  and  longshoremen  and  others  of  the 
independent  gentry  can  go  on  strike  if  they 
like,  and  for  as  long  as  they  like,  without 
fatally  affecting  one's  peace  of  mind,  because 
all  the  transportation  needed  is  from  the  field 
and  the  orchard  and  the  barn  to  thr  house,  is 
certainly  a  pleasant  one.  In  fact,  if  things  go 
on  as  they  have  been,  it  may  become  a  prac- 
tical question  whether  every  community 
shouldliot  try  to  be  self-contained,  with  its. 
own  grist  mill  and  cheese  factory,  and  per- 
chance its  own  woolen  mill,  as  well  as  its  own 
sawmill,  and  doing  its  own  butchering,  butter 
making,  canning,  spinning  and  -weaving.  The 
idea  certainly  has  its  charm,  also  its  con- 
veniences. But  however  that  may  be  for  the 
future,  there  are  many  farms,  not  necessarily 
very  large,  on  which  it  is  possible  to  have  a 
royal  Christmas  dinner  that  is  supplied  chief- 
ly by  the  concern. 


Before  going  into  vartouff  details,  It  must 

be  agreed  beforehand  that  the  success  of  the 
attempt  lies  in  the  spirit  of  it.  If  you  are  of 
the  sort  who  is  easily  dazzled  by  glowing  ad- 
vertisements, who  must  have  crystallized 
fruits  and  imported  fruits,  expensive  bonbons 
and  the  like,  just  because  thev  are  decked  out 
in  a  shop  window  with  holly  and  colored 
lights,  you  are  not  likely  to  see  the  real  de- 
light in  the  sort  of  Christmas  I  beg  to  advo- 
:ate.  Where  shall  we  go  to  find  the  spirit  of 
Christmas  that  makes  the  simplest  happiness 
a  joy  and  little  inconveniences  subjects  for 
untold  mirth  and  gaiety,  if  not  to  Old  Eng- 
land, which  may  be  said  to  have  shown  the 
world  the  possibilities  of  that  festive  time? 
Vision  the  fine  old  time  when  the  farmhouse 
kitchens  were  a-bustle  with  preparation,  when 
the  inimitable  meat  pies  were  being  made,  the 
brawn  and  the  jowls  were  got  ready,  the 
cheese,  the  butter  and  cream  and  eggs,  the 
vegetables,  the  fruit,  ^the  nuts,  the  beer,  the 
home-made  wines,  and  the  meats,  of  course, 
stood  ready  to  do  their  share  in  furnishing 
Christmas  cheer.  Will  anyone  dare  to  main- 
tain that  a  little  American-plan  kitchenette 
filled  with  things  just  delivered  by  the  grocer, 
or,  lowest  fall  of  all,  a  dinner  in  a  hotel,  can 


History  of  Guano 

THE  agriculturist  whose  ambition  it  is  to 
see  his  fields  in  the  pink  of  perfection 
as  regards  ,  fertility,  the  market  gardener 
whose  living  depends  upon  the  high  produc- 
tivity of  his  comparatively  small  acreage, 
and  the  florist  who  must  produce  flourishing 
plants  in  the  few  cubic  inches  of  rich  soil  con- 
tained in  a  crock  pot,  all  know  the  worth  of 
guano,  that  curious  product  of  two^conditions, 
of  birds  living  exclusively  on  a  fislT  diet,  com- 
bined with  a  climate  so  dry  that  no  chemical 
value  is  lost.  The  coast  of  Peru,  whence 
guano  comes,  has  a  practically  complete  ab- 
sence ol  rainfall.  Without  this  circumstance 
the  world  would  lack  one  of  the  best  known 
and  richest  nitrogenous  fertilizers.  A  single 
day  of  our  Winter  rains  would  spoil  a  serious 
proportion  of  these  valuable  deposits. 
Cargoes  have  been  shipped  from  Chili,  where 
moister  conditions  prevail,  but  though  label- 
led as  Peruvian,  the  contents  have  been  much 
inferior.  Beds  of  guano  are  also  found  upon 
islands  iii  the  Caribbean  Sea,  as  well  as  upon 
the  wastes  of  Africa,  and  in  other  places  in 
the  Southern  Pacific,  but  everywhere,  except 
in  Peru  and  the  islands  oflf  its  coast,  the  pre- 
\alence  of  moisture  has  caused  the  ammonia 
to  escape,  leaving  a  much  less  valuable 
oroduct. 

Although  it  is  only  since  1840  that  guano 
became  a  commercial  article  in  the  outside 
world,  its  value  was  known  to  the  Peruvians 
ages  before  the  Spanish  conquest,  and  the 
valleys  ol  the  Andes  were  rendered  fertile  by 
means  of  irrigation  from  mountain  streams 
and  the  ap(.lication  of  this  priceless  manure. 
Three  hundred-weight  of  guano  applied  to  the 
»cre,  it  is -recorded,  produced  at  the  rate  of 
thirty-five  for  one  of  maize  and  forty-five  for 
one  of  potatoes.  In  the  province  of  Trapaca 
wheat  and  all  kinds  of  fruit  trees  and  plants 
were  manured  at  the  rate  of  five  cwt.  per 
acre.  The  Peruvians  have  a  saying,  "Al- 
though no  saint,  guano  works  miracles."  This 
indispensable  aid  to  agriculture  and  thence 
to  human  life  itself,  was  made  known  to 
Europe  in  an  old  book  which  was  written  in 
Spanish  by  *Alvaro  Alonzo  Barba,  Master  of 
Arts,  Curate  of  St.  Bernard's  Parish,  in  the 
Imperial  City  of  Potost.  in  the  Kingdom  of 
Peru,  in  the  West  Indies,  in  the  year  1640. 
Done  into  BngUth  in  the  year  1669,"  as  stated 
on  the  title  pa^^  In  this  it  is  recorded  that 
"out  of  the  islands  in  the  South  Sea,  not  far* 
from  the  city  of  Arica,  they  fetch  earth  called 
guano  because  of  its  admirable  virtue  in  mak- 
ing ploughed  grouDd  fertile.  It  it  light  and 
spongy,  and  that  which  is  brought  from  the 
Island  of  Iquique  is  of  a  dark  gray  color,  like 
unto  tobacco  ground  amaJl,  although  from 
other  islands  nearer  Arka  they  get  a  white 
eaith.  ioclintng  to  sallow,  of  the  same  virtue. 
TIm  qvalitiea  and  virtues  of  this  and  of  many 
other  samples  in  the  new  world  are  a  Utm 
ifid  for  persons  to  discoarac  philosoohicalTy 
opeo  whca  they  shall  bend  their  minds  more 
10  the  searching  out  of  troth  than  riches."

compare  in  heart-warming  satisfaction  with 
this? 

Of  course,  the  central  dish  is  fairly  easy 
to  compass.  Even  a  suburban  lot  has  its 
rooster,  whose  self-assured  crow  serves  to  re- 
mind his  owner  all  too  fatally  of  his  presence. 
Then  there  are  ducks,  geese  and  turkeys, 
which -^^fficient  forethought  and  good  luck 
may  have  provided  against  this  season,  but 
the  most  characteristically  English  dish  of  all, 
excepting  roast  beef,  perhaps,  .seems  to  have 
fallen  into  disuse.  Sucking  pig,  to  those  who 
know  him,  is  the  princjc  of  all  Christmas 
meats.  Compared  with  his  delicate  richness, 
goose  is  gross  and  turkey  is  dry.  Those  who 
have  not  yet  tasted  him  have  a  gustatory  de- 
light in  store  for  which  no  past  experience  can 
suggest  a  comparison.  He  well  deserves  the 
utmost  praise  bestowed  upon  him  in  the  best 
known  essay  in  the  English  language.  Then 
there  are  the  different  meat  pies,  so  useful  for 
filling-in  snacks  between  meals,  pigeon  pies, 
pork  pies,  and  even  the  humble  Belgian  hare 
furnishes  good  material.  If  any  of  these  are 
not  available  in  their  fresh  state,  a  little  fore- 
thought can  easily  get  them  ready  for  the 
time  when  they  are  needed  by  canning  the 
meat  in  self-sealers  at  the  time  of  killing. 
Nothing  quite  comes  up  to  the  tender  rich- 
ness of  Brussels  sprouts, Jbut  there  is  a  wide 
choFce  ifsome  of  the  Summer  Bounty  Tiasl&cen 
canned. 

If  we  must  have  p|um  pudding  and  mince 
pics,  it  is  to  be  feared  that  our  independence 
of  the  outer  world  must  be  somewhat  quali- 
fied. Both  these  dishes  are  of  great 
antiquity  in  England.  Compared  with  them, 
the  turkey  is  an  upstart  of  modern  days.  So 
English  ships  must  have  brought  the  neces- 
sary goodies  from  the  Levant.  There  is  no 
special  lore  attaching  to  Christmas  cake,  how- 
ever, and  its  place  may  well  be  supplied  by  a 
cake  containing  candied  cherries,  for  instance. 
Enterprising  farmers  have  already  found  that 
it  is  perfectly  easy  to  supply  their  own  syrup 
from  the  sugar  beet,  which  might  well  supply 
the  necessary  sweetening,  if  one  wishes  to 
carry  the  matter  out  to  the  letter,  though 
where  butter,  eggs,  lard,  cream  and  fruit  are 
supplied  at  home,  a  little  latitude  in  such 
minor  details  may  be  oveflookedk 

One  thing  riiore  is  essential  to  the  enjoy- 
ment of  Christmas  fare  of  this  sort.  Be  sure 
and  share  up  some  of  your  home  products 
with  someone  else,  for,  strange  as  it  may 
seem,  soliUriness,  stinginess,  self-seeking,  will 
find  a  stern  and  cold  enemy  in  the  loving, 
peaceful,  joyous,  kindly  Christmastide. 


maturity,  however,  it  will  be  sufficient  tq  keep 
the  soil  cultivated  so  as  to  retain  a  dust  mulch 
through  the  hot  weather.  An  occasional 
dressing  with  ashes  will  be  a  help  in  correct- 
ing the  tendency  to  acidity,  which  holly  trees 
cause  in  the  soil.  Dressings  of  either  stable 
manure  or  commercial  fertilizers  should  also 
be  given  to  replace  the  nutriment  drawn  from 
the  earth.  The  plants  should  be  set  ten  feet 
apart  each  way  to  permit  sufficient  room 
when  they  are  full  grown,  and  consequently 
are  at  their  most  valuable  period.  This  space 
in  the  meantime  need  not  be  wasted,  as  inter- 
cropping can  be  carried  on,  provided  the  soil 
is  not  robbed  of  the  necessary  nourishment. 

Holly  trees  in  the  vicinity  of  Victoria  have 
yielded  from  $25  to  $50  worth  of  berried 
branches  in  one  season,  a  sufficient  return  for 
a  comparatively  small  outlay  in  money  and 
land. 


an  era  of  extraction  of  the  fertilizer  on  a  scale 
previously  uifknown.  As  many  as  fifty  vessels 
would  appe^  at  the  islands  at  one  time,  and 
each  year  saw  the  disappearance  of  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  tons  of  the  guano»  Private 
fortunes  were  quickly  made,  and  the  Govern- 
ment mortgaged  the  guano  industry  for  its 
own  uses.  The  ancient  Peruvians,  appreciat- 
ing the  birds  producing  the  guano,  wisely  ad- 
ministered the  industry  so  as  to  make  pos- 
sible the  conservation  of  bird  life,  but  later 
times  knew  nothing  of  this  sagacity,  and  the 
supplies,  the  accumulations  of  ages,  were  ex- 
ploited to  their  utmost,  and  no  steps  were 
taken  to  preserve  the  birds  upon  whom  future 
supplies  depended. 

At  length,  towards  the  end  of  the  century, 
adjustments  were  made,  and  the  industry 
came  under  regular  control,  but  the  ancient 
accumulations  in  some  places  covering  the 
ground  to  a  great  depth  have  now  been  al- 
most completely  removed.  Even  so,  the 
present  accumulation  of  guano  is  estimated 
to  be  at  the  rate  of  as  much  as  four  inches  per 
year  in  some  places  along  the  entire  coast.  A 
pair  of  birds  and  their  offspring  produce 
about  $1.50  worth  of  guaiio  per  year.  As  the 
supply  of  nitrogen,  a  primary  necessity  to  the 
farmer,  is  not  too  plentiful  anywbere,  it  is 
desirable  that  this  industry  should  be  main- 
tained not  only  for  the  benefit  of  Peru,  though 
the  sale  of  guano  constitutes  one  of  Peru's 
chief  industries,  but  for  the  agricultural  in- 
terests of  the  world,  and  every  attempt  made 
to  protect  the  natural  conditions  necessary  to 
the  preservation  and  increase  of, the  guano- 
producing  birds  deserves  the  intelligent  in- 
terest of  everyone.

Holly  Growing  as'  a  Side 
Line 

nPHE  ready  sale  of  holly  at  this  season  has 
*•  probably  suggested  to  many  jAople  the 
advisability  of  making  a  small  plantation 
from  which,  after  a  few  years,  a  considerable 
«  revenue  could  be  received.  Holly  cannot  be 
grown  except  in  a  very  small  portion  of  the 
Dominion,  only  in  the  southwest  portion  of 
British  Columbia,  in  /act,  which  indicates  that 
a  market  in  the  East  is  always  ready  for  this- 
favorite  Christmas .  decoration.  A  large 
market  also  exists  in  California,  one  firm 
£.Ione  in  Victoria' shipping  five  and  six  tons  a 
year  there.  The  one  drawback  to  hoUy-grow- 
tng  for  commerce  is  the  length  of  time  it  takos 
before  returns  are  made.  This  prevents  mapy 
people  from  making  the  investment,  and  yet 
how  many  of  us  go  on  living  in  the  same  place, 
and  after  a  while  we  say,  "Now  if  I  had  only 
put  in  those  hollies  when  I  thought  of  it  years 
ago,  they  would  have  been  bearing  well  by 
now."  Ilie  better  way  b  to  make  the  invest- 
ment on  the  lines  of  an  insurance  policy.  You 
may  never  prpfU  by  it,  but  then,  again,  you 
may. 

The  holly  thrives  best  in  a  rather  U|^t 
loam  made  fairly  rich.  It  should  be  pfaqted 
in  a  somewhst  sheltered  j^ituation,  and  for  the 
first  few  ytmn  motstnre  .should  be  given  dar- 
ing our  dry  Summers.    After  it  has  reached 
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B.  C.  for  Seed  Growing 

MANGEL  seed  was  grown  at  Suhimer- 
land,  B.  C,  Experimental  Farm, 
which  yielded  1,844  pounds  per  acre.  At  this 
rate  such  a  crop  is  worth  $r,ooo  per  acre.  Here 
is  an  industry  that  ranks  with  the  bonanza 
years  of  the  small  fruit  industry,  and  a  wider 
market  stands  waiting  for  it.  G.*H.  Clark, 
Dominion  Seed  Commissioner,  predicted  that 
within  the  next  ten  years  this  Province  will 
become  the  seed  garden  of  North  America. 
This  is  one  of  the  few  benefits-  conferred  by 
the  war.  Until  1914,  as  nearly  everyone 
knows,  this  coqntry  depended  upon  foreign- 
grown  seed.  It  was  partly  our  own  fault. 
We  simply^couldn't  believe  that  our  neighbor 
next  door  was  able  to  grow  seed  anywhere 
like  as  good  and  reliable  as  the  seed  we 
bought  in  packets  from  the  store.  A  great 
deal  of  this  imported  seed  came  from  Cer- 
many  and  from  other  cou|itries  that  were  al- 
lied against  us,  and  naturally  the  progce8S%f^ 
the  war  revealed  the  fact/that  we  coiiJo-^ot  • 
hope  to  get  any  more  from  those  sourcus. 
Therefore  we  had  to  use  our  bwn  seeds  after 
all,  and  now  everybody  comes  and  tells  ns 
that  they  the  finest  seeds  they  ever  sawl  V  . 
Seed  growing  as  a  business  requires  btisi- 
nesslike  preparation  and  study,  but  almost 
eVeryonc  can  grow  some  sorts  of  seeds  if 
reasonable  care  and  intelligence  is  u|{^.  Why 
not  look  into  the  matter  a  little  mote?  Perr 
haps  this  is  the  side  line  that  you  have  beeliv. 
looking  for  that  will  make  your  place  yield 
what  you  think  you  have  a  right  to  eacpect. 
instead  of  what  you  are  getting  at  present. 
Extensive  information  is  readily  given  by 
both  the  Dominion  and  Provincial  Govern- 
ments, and  these  Winter  evenings  are  the 
very  time  when  you  have  the  leisure  to  go 
closely  into  the  matter.

I  f  You  Are  Thinking  of  Selling 


T  this  time  of  year,  when  the 
clouds  hang  low  and  the  light  is 
dull,  a  mental  transformation 
takes  place  with  many  people, 
and  all  life's  efforts  seem  a 
profitless,  failure.  The  hopes,  with  which  they 
bought  the  farm,  very  likely  in  the  early 
Springtime,  the  time  of  bursting  vitality,  have 
dwindled  down*to  gn"^y  small  realities.  They 
had  figured  on  a  fine  strawberry  crop,  and  the 
weevil  forced  them  to  go  halves.  Betsy,  the 
cow,  had  presented  Aiem  with  a^calf  of  the 
wrong  sort,  wlrfth  had  to  be  converted  into 
meat  instead  of  growing  up  into  a  good  milker 
lil^e  her  mother;  feed  was  high,  so  the  chickens 
iiadn't  paid  very  wfell ;  tht  price  of  potatoes 
was  admittedly  good,  but  the  crop  was  only 
average,  and  altogether  they  think  they  had  ^ 
better  give  the  whole  thing  up  and  move  into 
town  and  leave  farming  to  the  next  fellow  who 
likes  to  try  a  hand  at  the  game. 

Throughout  the  country  every  year  some- 
thing of  this  sort  i$  going  on.  Everyone  who 
lives  in  a  country  place  has  observed  this  slow 
coming  and  going  of  neighbors  which,  in  a 
few  years,  amounts  to  a  surprising  and  serious 
number,  and  when  each  district  in  the 
Province  supplies  its  quota  of  transients,  as 
they  might  be  called,  it  can  be  seen  to  be  a 
waste  of  capital  and  enterprise,  which  is  prob- 
ably unparalleled  in  any  other  industry.  Not 
long  ago  an  appeal  to  the  national  feeling,  the 
spirit  of  patriotism,  might  have  had  weight 


which,  unfortunately,  it  seems  to  have  lost 
Still,  it  is  worth  while  to  ask  oneself  the  ques- 
tion, What  is  to  become  of    the    country  at 

;'  large  if  everybody  is  going  to  do  this  that  I  am 
contemplating?  The  constant  changing  n^ust 
have  the  effect  of  lowering  production,  for  no 
man  can  get  the  best  out  of  hi^and  who  is 
unfamiliar  with  it,  and  the  selling  out  at  a  loss 
and  the  follpwing  stocking  up  at  a  high 
figure  by  the  next  comer  means  that  the  farm 
should  have  charged  up  against  it  an  amount 
of  sunk  capital  that  no  farm  could  possibly 
give  returns  for.  How  long  can  we  look  for 
^e  supply  of  fresh  captial  to  flow  into  this 
Province  to  replenishjthis  loss  eaused  by  so 
much  waste  effort?    Waste  because  the  enter- 

fjrise  is  constantly  being  abandoned  before 
fruition  can  give  the  returns  rightly  expeAed 
of  it 

Before  putting  up  the  board,  "For  Sale. 
Apply  Within,"  wouldn't  it  be  well  to  think  it 
over  again?  What  is  it  really  makes  you 
give  it  up?  Too  much  work,  not  enough  fun, 
not  big  enough  returns?  Possibly  you  have 
found  it  pretty  hard,  but  are  you  sure  there 
are  no  changes  you  can  make  to  improve  mat- 
ters? Aren't  there  improvements  you  can 
make  to  lighten  your  work?    Are  you  quite 


certain  that  you  are  doing  the  very  best  you 
can  by  tlie  farm?  If  you  look  closely,  you  may 
find  some  leakages  which  are  decreasing  the 
profits.  As  for  fun,  well,  any  nation  whose 
grown  men  and  women  are  always  looking 
for  fun  might  just  as  well  wind  up  its  business 
at  once,  lor  its  end  is  certain.  The  pleasure 
of  woi'k  well  done,  the  pride  of  a  thriving 
home,  the  kindly  social  neighborlincss,  such 
things  grown  men  and  women  may  well  aim 
for,  but  not  to  be  just  round  the  corner  from 
the  movies  and  the  jazz  band. 

Then  there's  another  way  to  look  at  it.  Of 
late  comparisons  have  been  instituted  between 
the  eight-hour  day  and  the  farmer.  You  look 
at  your  returns  for  the  year  and  compare 
them  with  what  the  other  man  is  supposed  to 
get,  and  you  feel  sore.  But  have  you  in- 
cluded all  that  has  been  used  in  the  house 
from  the  farm?  It  mdy  be  true  that  the  Spri^ig 
chicken  you  served  in  tlie  Summer  so 
.  frequently  could  not  have  been  marketed 
profitably  because  the  market  was  over- 
stocked. Still  you  had  Spring  chicken  just 
thf^same,  and  you  had  a  luxury  that  town  folk 
have  to  pay  dear  for.  It  is  the  same  with  your 
eggs  and  cream,  vegetables  and  fruit ;  they 
have  been  of  the  best,  and  the  best  in  tlicst- 
things  are  luxuries  in  town.  Yon  have  been 
living  luxuriously,  and  you  must  in  all  fair- 
ness credit  the  iz'rm  with  it.  Then,  again, 
yor  actual  profit  may  seem  small  because  you 
have  been  putting  back  some  of  your  money 
into  flic  Tarm.  You  are  a  capitalist  as  well  as 
a  worker,  and  the  investments  you  have  made 
in  fencing,  better  or  more  buildings,  machin- 
ery, tools  and  other  things,  should  increase 
the  value  of  your  farm.  Why  not  wait  an<l 
give  it  a  chance  to  show  the  increased  re^ 
turns? 

Finally,  if  you  have  children,  what  is  to 
become  of  them?  The  urban  population  in 
both  Canada  and  the  United  States  has  al- 
ready dangerously  overbalanced  the  rural 
population.  In  other  words,  the  number  of 
people  that  have  to  be  fed  is  far  in  excess  of 
those  who  provide  the  food.  Food  must  in- 
evitably become  scarcer  and  dearer  if  every- 
one is  jro'ug  to  abandon  farming.  It  is  per- 
fectly true  that  many  improvements  have  yet 
to  be  made  in  rural  conditions,  but  it  is  also 
true  that  your  children  have  safer  prospects 
in  the  country  than  in  thje  town.  Perhaps  you 
nepd  a  little  more  patience  "till  the  clouds  roll 
by,"  a  little  more  contentment,  and  most  prob- 
ably a  great  deal  more  study  of  the  thing  that 
is  your  trade  and  profession.  '  You  would 
hate  to  see  a  man  come  in  and  succeed  where 
you  have  failed  just  for  want  of  enough 
knowledge  to  see  the  possibilities  in  the  place. 
You  are  surely  not  going  to  let  a  few  acres 
beat  you?    Think  it  over  again. 


THE  poultry  industry  is  becoming  increas- 
I  ingly  attractive  to  many  people  who 
desire  to  follow  an  out-door  life,  but  very 
few  know  the  right  way  to  start  or  learn  the 
lesson. ,  It  is  all  very  well  for  us  to  say  that 
capital  is  ijeeded,  but  the  thing  is  how  should 
that  capital  be  expended.  To  my  mind,  the 
best  way  to  find  out  is  to  gain  experience  in 
the  different  breeds  that  are  most  profitable 
from  a  business  standpoint  and  how  they 
should  be  bred,  fed  and  reared.  When  one 
becomes  experienced  in  all  these  points,  he 
will  then  have  some  practical  idea  of  how  to  <i^ 
run  a  poultry  farm,  and  by  starting  with  a  lim- 
ited flock  he  will  by  degrees  gain  confidence 
in  himself.  This  confidence  in  oneself  has  a 
great  deal  to  do  with  successful  poultry 
farming.  When  one  undertakes  to  rear  a  large 
enough  flock  of  bred-to-lay  fowls  and  ducks 
for  a  livelihood  it  is  no  mean  thing.  We  hear 
of  people  who  have  no  idea  of  the  poultry 
business  talking  glibly  of  rearing  thousands 
when  thev  start  These  sort  of  people  cannot 
realize  what  a  lot  of  care,  common  sense,  con- 
fidence and  money  is  needed  in  the  rearing 
of  thousands  of  head  of  either  ducks  or  fowls. 

Starting  in  a  Small  Way. 
There  is  many  a  person  who  has  to  work 
continuously  in  a  factory  or  office,  who  is  de- 
sirous of  tackling  the  poultry  business,  if  not 
as  a  sole  means  of  livelihood,  then  as  a  side 
lino^^  I  know  of  quite  a  few  workers  who  are 
able  to  add  to  their  incomes,  say,  ten  shillings, 
or  even  forty  shillings  per  week,  simply  by 
keeping  from  fifty  to  one  hundred  head  of 
poultry  and  looking  after  them  in  their  spjire 
moments  when  they  have  finished  their  labors. 
It  is  here  where  valuable  experience  is  gained 
and  the  incentive  to  tackle  larger  numbers. 
It  is  the  only  safe  way  for  the  beginner  who 
has  only  his  wages  to  work  on  for  the  buying 
of  stock  and  buildings.  The  necessary  ex^ 
perience  is  gained  by  daily  handling  of  the 
birds  and  in  this  way  a  great  love  of  the  bus- 
iness grows  on  one.  We  often  hear  of  people 
catching  the  poultry  fever,  it  is  a  true  saying, 
because  when  one  becomes  interested  and 
starts  keeping  good  laying  strains  of  either 
fowls  or  ducks,  his  enthusiasm  grows  apace 
and  becomes  a  fever.  It  is  right  that  it 
should  be  so,  because  unless  one  is  enthusias- 
tic the  many  difficulties  and  disappointments 
one  me^ts  with  at  the  start  are  likely  to  cool 
doi^n  the  fever  very  rapidly.  Only  an  exper- 
ien<fed  poultry  keeper  can  appreciate  the  trials 
and  troubles  of  a  beginner.  We  all  have  had 
to  go  through  the  mill,  if  we  may  use  a  slang 
term,  and  tkis  thing  so  enables  an  experienced 
person  to  lie  of  great  help  to  those  who  desire 
to  make  1^  start. 

Th«  Foundations  of  Success. 
Let  the  factory  or  office  worker  settle  down 
to  facts  and  if  only  a  small  piec^  of  land  is 
available,  and  cash  is  not  over  plentiful,  let 
him  start  small  and  gradually  work  up  to  what 
he  desires.  All  thih^s  are  possible  to  those 
who  make  up  their  mmds  to  do  certain  things. 
Human  bei^g^  are  wonderful  creat|ires,  and 
can  adapt  themselves  to  most  things.  If  a 
beginner  in  the  poultry  culture  desires  even- 


tually to  launch  out  as  a  breeder  or  poultry 
farmer  of  standing,  he  must  consider  no  other 
stock  but  the  very  best  for  the  foundation  of 
his  future  flocks.  In  the  building  of  an  im- 
portant structure  the  architect  takes  good  care 
that  the  foundations  are  so  laid  that  they 
will  stand  the  test  of  very  many  years,  and 
will  not  fail  the  confidence  placed  in  them  by 
the  contractors,  so  it  is  with  the  foundation 
stock  of  a  bred-to-lay  flock  of  poultry.  We 
must  be  siit-e  that  the  laying  blood  is  there, 
that  the  jjuirds  we  buy  are  full  of  constitution, 
that  they  arc  pure-bre  birds  and  not  mon- 
grels. .  If. we  buy  sittings,  the  eggs  purchased 
must  be  from  guaranteed  strains  that  have 
been  bred  by  experienced  breeders  for  many 
years.  It  is  no  use  a  beginner  going  to  a  be- 
ginner for  foundation  stock.  It  is  just  like 
a  contractor  going  to  an  office  boy  to  show 
him  what  he  ought  to  do.  We  want  more 
common  sense  used  in  the  poultry  business, 
and  the  beginner  will  be  well  advised  if  he 
decides  to  start  with  the  best  strains  of  the 
best  breeds  from  the  very  best  breeding. 

Starting  With  Good  Stock. 

There  is  nothing  like*  experience  to  teach 
a  beginner  the  right  way^  and  if  he  uses  com- 
mon sense,  even  when  m  makes  mistakes,  he 
is  sure  to  come  out  on  top.  I  would  advise 
one,  rather  than  purchase  a  large  number  of 
fowls  or  ducks  to  start  with,  to  place  on  his 
thinking  cap,  and  decide  to  buy  the  best  bred 
strain  of  the  breed  he  fancies,  according  to  how 
far  his  purse  will  allow  him  to  go.  It  is  no 
use  a  beginner  expecting  to  buy  a  good  bfeed- 
ing  strain  for  a  few  shillings.  That  day  is 
past,  as  it  costs  a  breeder  a  good  many  shill- 
ings to  rear  a  bird  fit  to  breed  from.  We 
must  remember  that  all  birds  hatched  are  not 
fit  to  breed  from.  Sometimes  certain  settings 
will  not  produce  a  single  bird  fit  to  breed  from, 
and  a  whole  season  is  wasted  in  that  mating. 
That  is  when  a  breeder  having  experience  is 
needed  and  why  a  beginner  cannot  supply 
another  beginner  with  birds  fit  to  breed  from. 
A  properly  mated  breeding  bird  is  the  best 
way  to  start,  and  this  bh-d  should  be  purchased 
from  an  experienced  breeder.  In  buying  itock 
one  should  realize  that  although  the  first  out- 
lay seems  big,  yet  it  is  really  the  cheapest  in 
the  end,  provided  one  can  spare  the  cash.  II 
you  cannot  afford  a  bird,  then  secure  a  sitting 
or  two  from  a  reliable  breeder's  best  ftiatings. 
Again,  the  best  quality  is  by  far  the  cheapest, 
and  by  getting  sittings  from  a  breeder's  best 
layers  one  is  sure  that  the  results,  if  any,  will 
be  more  satisfactory  than  when  buying  in- 
ferior eggs  from  inferior  stock.  The  unfortu- 
nate part  of  buying  settings  is  the  dependence 
we  must  put  in  the  posul  and  railway  officials, 
as  in  many  in.^tances  settings  do  not  arrive  in 
good  condition,  although,  they  may  be  packed 
hy  the  breeder  in  the  best  possible  way.  Still 
it  is  quite  p<?sfible  to  obUm  v»ry  satisfactory 
results  from  settings  purchased  from  «  reliable 
breeder  who  lives  a  good  distance  sWay.  Per- 
sonally, I  have  sent  settings  as  far  as  Australia 
and  Tasmania,  and  they  have  hatched  well  on 
many  occasions,  and  so  it  is  with  other 
hfveders.  btit  the  postal  anthvities  have  still 
a  lot  to  learn  in  the  care  of  eggs  through  post 


To  the  beginner  in  poultry  culture,  I  would 
say  purchase  a  good  breeding  bird  or  else  the 
very  best  quality  of  eggs  to  make  a  start  and 
build  the  foundation  of  future  flocks  on  sound 
bases.— S.H.S.,  in  The  Auckland  Weekly 
News.

A  very  simple  report  in  itself,  but  the 
sequel  has  yet  to  be  told.  On  the  lunatic  be- 
ing transferred  to  Calgary,  Surgeon  Rouleau 
reported  that  it  was  a  very  remarkable  case. 
He  says:  "He  was  badly  frozen  about  his 
feet,  and  the  exposuce  to  th^  cold  had  caused 
paralysis  of  the  tongue  for  sqveral  days. 
Every  car^  and  attention  was  given  him  at 
the  hospital,  with  the  result  that  "he  was  dis- 
charged on  February  a^,  with  the  loss  only  of 
the  first  joint  of  a  big  toe.  His  mind  and 
speech  were  as  good  as  ever.  His  life  was 
saved." 

Constable  Pedley  commenced  his  return 
trip  to  Fort  Chipewyan.  When  he  left  Fort 
Saskatchewan  he  was  apparently  in  good 
health,  but  at  Lac  la  Biche  he  went  violently 
insane  as  a  result  of  the  hardships  ol  his  trip 
and  his  anxiety  for  the  safety  of  his  charge. 
He  was  Uken  back  to  Fort  Saskatchewan  and 
then  transferred  to  Brandon  Asylum.  After 
spending  six  months  there,  he  recovered  hi.s 
mind  and  returned  to  headquarters,  when  he 
was  granted  three  months'  leave  of  absence. 
At  the  expiration  of  his  leave,  he  returned  to 
duty,  and  shortly  afterwards  reengaged  for  a 
further  term  of  service,  and  today  he  is  ftill 
in  the  force,  having  been  promoted  to  the  rank

Such  things  as  children's  pages  and  children's 
newspapers,  not  to  mention  the  funny  papers, 
were  unknown.

They  have  no  nourishment 
in  theni.  A  real  book  takes  time  and  thought 
to  read.  Many  of  those  written  'in  our 
language  have  stood  the  test  of  time,  and  arc 
as  living  today  as  when  they  came  fresh  from 
the  author's  pen.  Parts  of  some  of  these  you 
have  studied  in  school.  Get  the  whole  of  some 
play  of  Shakespeare,  a  poem  of  Milton's,  or 
Wordsworth,  or  Tennyson,  a  novel  of  Scott 
or  Dickens,  of  Thackeray  or  Jane  Austen,  and 
read  it  in  the  holidays.  Carlyle's  "Heroes  and 
Hero  Worship,"  or  Ruskin's  "Sesame"  and 
"Lilies,"  you  will  find  interesting.  Parkman's 
"Pioneers  of  New  France"  and  "The  Old 
Regime  in  Canada"  will  show  you  the  man- 
ner of  people  the  ancestors  of  the  people  of 
the  Province  of  Quebec  were.  There  are 
chapters  in  Green's  "Short  History  of  the 
English  People"  as  absorbing  as  any  story. 
Burroughs  and  Fabre  have  written  books  on 
natural  history.

Give  Convincing  Evidence  of 
Benefits  of  Clavier  Metliod 
—Miss  Morton  Assists 


.To  th«  ftverace  tutor  It  mtffht  seem 
•n  almost  vuperhunian  feat  for  ono 
teacher  to  bring  to  aucb  hlffb  ataces 
of  muaicianahip  «o  many  pupils  as 
appeared  In  connection  with  the  piano 
recital  «lven  on  Friday  evening  at  the 
EmpreM  Hotel  by  Mlus  Marian  Hem- 
Inc's  students  of  the  Virgil  Olavler 
Method.  No  leas  than  twenty-three 
appeared  on  the  slnffla  programme, 
and  while  the  stages  of  progress  var- 
ied widely,  according,  chiefly,  to  the 
ace  of  the  pupil,  there  was  a  distinc- 
tive quality  about  the  work  of  each 
performer,  which  could  be  credited 
direct  to  the  teacher  and  the  system, 
wJUle  in  several  instances  there  was 
apparent,  over  and  above  this,  a 
genuine  Ulent  and  temperament  for 
music  on  the  part  of  the  pupil.  In 
the  latter,  of  course,  the  method  had 
quite  obviously  strongly  reinforced, 
by  the  equipment  of  a  sound  tech- 
nique, the  natural  gifts  of  the  artls*..

It  was  quite  apparent 
tlMtt  the  latter  had  the  advantage. 

In  the  flrst  half,  too,  were  some  of 
the  younger  studenU,  among  the 
more  gifted  of  whom  were  Isabelle 
Oirmiston  and  Beatrice  Hicks,  who 
gave  promise  of  much  development 
with    longer    study.     The    outntandlng 
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peirforsMMtce  In  the  aecood 
was  that  of  ^Iks  Lucille  Hall,  a  girl 
still  in  her  middle  'teens,  whose  touch 
is  alngularly  pure  and  true,  and  whose 
rcnderlog  of  the  Levalee  "Butter* 
SleC"  WM  grace  Iteelf;  there  were  In 
this  pfttt  of  the  programme  other  ac- 
compUched  students:  Miss  Bva  Neal, 
who  In  the  Heymann  "dairies  at 
Play"  expressed  the  lightneea  and 
airiness  of  miaoblevous  etve«:  Miss 
Cordelia  Coi4)eld  exhibited  a  feathery- 
Ught  toueh  in  the  pianissimo  paseagea 
of  Mendelsadtan  c^mpo5«tttotiS  which 
were  her  j>ortion  ef  the  programme. 
Another  etudcnt-la  the  same  section 
who  showed  nice  talent  was  Miss 
Reta  Ormlston,  and  definite  musical 
abilities  were  apparent  in  Miss 
Greenshleld's   work.        «

QUIUte  lillON  FOR 
WORK  FOR  UNEMPLOYED 


Provincial  Government  AUo- 
cates  Thgrt  Amount  as  Aid 
to  Municipalities  Desiring  to 
Borrow 


To  permit  of  advances  to  the  muni- 
cipalities seeking  funds  wherewith  to 
carry  on  unemployment  work,  the 
Provincial  Government  has  authorised 
tt«  expenditure  of  $250,000  to  b« 
set  aside  on  special  warrant.  This 
action  waa  taken  in  view  oC  the  mul- 
titude of  requests  which  have  t>een 
made  to  the  Government  for  some 
form   of  aid  to   municipalities. 

It  Is  the  intention  to  loan  the 
money  to  the  munlclpalitlcti.  This 
step  is  not  in  any  way  associated  with 
any  pUn  which  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment may  inauipirata  for  the  relief 
of  unemployment. 

Owins  to  the  fact  (hat  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  new  Lieuteoant-Gover- 
nor  has  not  yet  been  made,  the  order- 
in-oouncll  parsed  by  the  Provincial 
Government  will  not  be  operative  un- 
til the  appointment  is  made  and  the 
order  atoned  by  the  new  Lteutonant- 
Govemor.  Bnt  when  these  formall- 
tite  are  compUed  with  the  money  wilK 
be  available  for  those  municipalities 
which  seek  to  take  advantace  of  the 
opportunity  to  secure  aid.  Just  how 
much  further,  if  any,  the  Government 
is  prepared  to  go  will  be  a  matter  for 
further  consideration,  by  the  Provin- 
cial Government. 

Already  the  City  of  New  Westmin- 
ster has  decided  to^aecure  $10,000 
from  the  Government  for  work  for 
unemployed  in  that  city.  While  in 
Vancouver  on  Friday  Attorney-Gen- 
eral Farrla  and  Hon.  J.  H.  King. 
Minister  of  Public  Works,  conferred 
with  the  civic  authorities  there  and 
discussed  the  unemployed  situation, 
and'  prtrmlaed  prompt  airtion  py  th*^ 
Provincial  Oovemment. 

<  Confer  Witli  Premier 

The  Provincial  Government  has  no 
understanding  with  the  Dominion 
authorities  regarding  unemployment 
reUef  Jp  this  Province,  •Premier  Oliver 
told  the  delegation  that  interviewed 
him  early  yesterday  afternoon,  follow- 
ing upbn  the  conference  of  public 
bodies  held  in  the  morning.  Those 
on  the  delegation  were  Mayor  R.  J. 
Porter,  Reeve  Drake,  of  Oak  Bay, 
ReeT*  Loclclcy.  of  Esquimau.  Canon 
J.  HinchlUIe.  M.P.P.-elect,  and  J.  B. 
Clearlbue,    M.P.P-elect 

The  Provincial  Government,  stated 
the  Premier,  has  been  in  frequent 
communication  with  oftawa  on  this 
subject,  but  with  little  result  of  a 
tangible  nature.  The  reply  received 
was  that  the  Dominion  Government 
has  numerous  public  works  now 
under  way  in  the  Province,  and  did 
not  feel  justlflftd  in  bginning  any  fur- 
ther undertakings.  Inquiries  relat- 
ing to  work  on  the  terminals  of  the 
Canadian  National  Railways  at  Point 
ElUce  had  been  referred  by  Ottawa  to 
the  C.  N.  R.  offlclals,  and  had  ended 
there.  He  feared  that  no  help  could 
be  expected  from  Ottawa  at  present. 

Regarding  the  attitude  of  the 
Province,  the  Premier  said  that  he 
woa  willing  to  da  everything  ho 
eo«ld.  ■  U«  thongHt  that  he  had  been 
critloised  unfairly  in  the  pact,  and 
not  given  credit  for  all  he  had  done, 
not  only  by  the  press  but  by  the 
City  Council.  He  InsUnced  the  case 
of  the  work  on  the  Songhees  Reserve, 
characterising  as  absolutely  untrue 
the  stories  regarding  the  discontinu- 
ance of  that  work.  The  greatest  pos- 
sible number  of  men  that  conld  be 
used  were  employed  there,  he  told 
the  delegation. 

WlUin<  to  Co-operate 

However,  he  was  quite  willing  to 
co-operate  with  the  municipalities, 
and  would  welcome  concrete  ideas 
from  them  in  the  construction  of  pub- 
lic -works.  The  Government  was  get- 
ting reports  from  Its  engineers  in 
^U  parts  of  the  Province,  and  would 
push  to  the  limit  all  undertakings 
possible,  with  the  Intentton  of  keep- 
ing as  many  men  as  possible  out  of 
the  cities,  where  the  unemployed 
were  already  numerous.  These  re- 
ports were  expected  to  be  on  hand  In 
two  days. 

Hon.  Dr.  King  said  that  the  re- 
ports of  the  engineers  would  em- 
brace all  parts  of  the  Province.  In 
some  districts  men  had  been  laid  off 
owing  to  the  impoaelbillty  of  con- 
tinuing the  work  under  Winter  con- 
ditions. The  rain  In  other  parts  In- 
terf erred  and  prevent«fl  men  getting 
in  full  time.  But  all  work  was  being 
pushed  qn  as  extensive  »  scale  aa 
possible,  and  when  the  reports  were 
brought  In  at  the  first  of  the  week, 
he  would  be  in  a  position  to  aee 
whether  he  could  extend  the  Winter's 
programme. 

Questioned  concerning  possible  eon- 
struction  of  the  West  Coast  Road,  he 
replied  that  it  was  practically  an  im- 
possibility In  the  WlnUf  months,  and 
that  In  any  case  he  thought  other 
road  work  In  the  vicinity  of  Victoria 
was  of  greater  neceasity.*

Viewing  all  these  festivities  we  may 
well  ask,  what  is  the  aplrlt  of  Christ- 
maa?  It  Is  the  spirit  of  the  Mother 
and  the  Child.  It  ia  both  parental 
and  filial  love  In  Its  purest  and  sweet- 
est form.  Christmas  Is  above  every- 
thing else  the  children's  feast.  Let 
no  one  be  afraid  of  being  too  human 
on  Christmas  Day.  The  closer  we 
come  to  the  heart  of  the  children, 
the  nearer  we  draw  to  the  Christ  of 
Bethlehem.^  It  Is  a  profound  mistake 
to  try  and  separate  human  and  di- 
vine love  as  though  they  were  not  of 
the  same  essence.  All  human  love 
which  Is  truly  unselfish  flows  from 
th«  same  source.  This  is  the  Christ- 
mas message  which  is  expressed  so 
clearly  by  8t,  John,  "Ood  Is  love  and 
love  comes  from  God.  He  who  lives 
In  love  lives  in  Ood  and  Ood  in  him." 
Religion  is  not  something  apart  by 
itself,  a  strange  and  foreign  element 
which  comes  into  our  lives  In  an  un- 
canny manner.  Religion  is  that 
which  unifies  our  whole  being  by 
giving  us  a  supreme  purpose  and 
motive  round  which  we  can  organize 
all  our  scattered  Interests.  Religion 
Is  that  which  reinforces  our  noblest 
natural  InatlncU,  such  as  parental  and 
filial  love,  with  a  fresh  inflowing 
from  the  Infinite  and  the  Eternal.  Re- 
ligion ia  that  w^hlch  enables  us  to  re- 
value all  our  values  as  to  what  ia 
highest  and  best  in  life,  and  in  the 
Christian  revaluation  the  Mother  and 
the  Child  are  not  given  a  lower  but 
a  higher  place.

Ood  so  loved  the  world  of 
men  and  women  and  children  that 
He  gave  of  His  Inmost  Being  a  part  to 
live  and  labor  and  suffer  in  our  Tery 
midst  and  in  our  outward  form  so  as 
to  bring  the  Divine  and  the  Human 
Into  the  elooeot   poasfble   fallowahip. 

In  a  word,  the  spirit  of  Christmas 
to  the  Spirit  of  Chrtot;  the  spirit  of 
mlf-aacrlflclng  love  for  the  good  of 
am  asslstlag  the  aeedy.  guiding  the 
perplexed,  cheering  the  deapoadaat. 
eamfartinc  (ha  aortawing,  gtnttgtfcaa* 


ing  the  weak,  and  Inspiring  the  brave. 
The  spirit  of  Christmas  aims  at  bring- 
ing peace  and  goodwill  into  every 
hidden  nook  of  the  human  heart  and 
into  every  dark  corner  of  the  social 
world. 

The  splnft  of  Christmas  can  never 
die.  The  Htnry  of  the  Mother  and 
the  Child  will  be  told  with  renewed 
interest  from  age  to  age.  Th^  mes- 
sage of  the  Kternal  Love  of  the  Uni- 
versal Father  will  go  ringing  down 
the  centuries  with  evel-  growing  value, 
because,  however  men  may  advance 
in    intelligence    and    develop    In    char- 


acter, the  need  for  fellowship,  both 
human  and  divine,  will  never  die. 
The  Spirit  of  Christ  must  be  made 
Incarnate  in  us  as  individuals  and 
in  humanity  as  a  whole  before  the 
spirit  of  Christmas  can   be  outgrown.

It  may  gratify  our  prldo  to  put  It  that 
way.  but  is  It  not  better  to  look  fact* 
In  the  face  and  acknowledge  that.  In- 
stead  of  there  beine  a  premium  on 
the  United  SUtes  dollar,  there  Is  a 
discount  on  the  Canadian  dollar  and 
on  the  British  sovereign  T  Canada. 
Great  Britain  and  the  United  SUtes 
are  now,  as  before  the  war,  on  a  cold 
basis.  T^e  United  States  dollar  will 
buy  exactly  the  same  amount  of  gold 
now  that  it  did  before  the  war — no 
more  and  no  less.  The  Canadian  dol- 
lar and  the  British  suvcreisn,  oa  the 
other  hand,  will  not  buy  as  much  sold 
now  as  respectively  they  would  before 
the  war.  the  main  reason  beinv,  I  take 
It.  that  there  is  not  proportionately  as 
much  sold  behind  Canadian  and  Brit- 
ish paper  currency  as  behind  United 
States  paper  currency.  There  are 
other  contributins  conditions,  of 
course,  and  one  that  has  tended  to  in- 
crease the  depreciation  of  Canadian 
currency  recently  is  the  published  re- 
turns for  the  last  fiscal  half-year, 
which  show  the  value  of  Canadian  Im* 
ports  to  be  considerably  sTMiter  Iban 
the  value  of  the  exports. 

It  is  useless  to  try  to  console  our- 
selves with  the  idea  tJMt  the  people 
of  the  United  States  are  becomlns 
alarmed  at  the  loss  of  trade 
on  account  of  the  high  rate  of  ex- 
chaase.  when  your  published  figures 
show  that  the  v^lue  of  the  imports 
from  yia  United  States  into  Canada 
exceed  the  value  of  the  exports  from 
Canada  into  the  United  States  by 
more  than  60  per  cent.  Is  it  reason- 
able to  suppose  that  while  Canada  is 
buying  at  that  rate,  despite  the  ad- 
verse rate  of  exchange,  the  people  of 
the  United  States  denlre  to  see'  the 
appreciation  of  the  Canadian  dollar? 
Hardly.  I  think.  It  is  useless  to  blink 
the  eyes  at  facts.  Unless  I  am  grMitly 
mistaken,  the  thinking  Ijeople  of 
Canada  would  sooner  see  the  Canadian 
dollar  on  a  parity  with  the  United 
States  dollar  than  where  it  Is  today, 
or  happens  to  be  tomorrow;  but  the 
ruck  of  them  are  too  easy-going  and 
too  luxury-loving  to  put  it  there.  It 
needs  strenuous  effort  and  self-denial. 

We  have  the  raw  materials  in  Can- 
ada— many  of  them  in  British  Colum- 
bia— for  the  mi^nufacture  of  a  great 
ntunber  of  things,  but  so  long  as  these 
things  can  be  obUined  in  prettily 
fashioned  packets  from  the  United 
States  we  are  prone  to  buy  them.  Bo 
It  Is  with  countless  other  things.  We 
have  been  producing  enough  copper 
In  British  Columbia  to  provide  wire 
for  all  the  electric  tram,  lighting  and 
telephone  systems  in  Canada,  yet 
there  is  not  a  copper-rod  mill  in.  the 
country  to  provide  ^«  lymteriaL  from 
which  to  draw  the  irlre.  All  th^i  cop- 
per rods  come  ft^bm  the  United  States', 
as  does  a  considerable  proportion  of 
the  wire.

If  Ca'hadi«,Q8  want  tp  see 
their  dollar  back  at  pftMty,  lliey  ttiTist 
get  out  and  hustle,  not  blink  their 
eyes  at  facts.

Sir. — The  interesting  article  in  to- 
day's Colonist  under  the  heading, 
"Bath  Schema  May  Solve  Unemploy- 
ment," warrants  the  earnest  atten- 
tion of  every  true  citizen  of  Victoria, 
as  the  present  time  is  particularly 
opportune  for  a  revival  of  this  pro- 
ject. 

Showing  that  tha  subject  is  not  a 
new  one,  there  Is  a  record  of  a  peti- 
tion to  the  City  Coun^:!!,  dated  De- 
cember 10th,  1912.  for  a  by-law 
authorizing  the  expenditure  of  tK5,- 
000  on  a  public  swimming  bath. 
This  by-law  was  duly  prepared  Mur- 
ing the  regime  of  Mayor  John  ^. 
Beckwith,  and  submitted  to  the  peo- 
ple Ip  January,  1913,  with  the  result 
that  1,080  voted  for  and  1,159  voted 
against  IL  The  few  citizens  who  had 
sought  to  bring  about,  this  public 
utility,  although  disappointed,  w«re 
not  discouraged,  and  shortly  aftar- 
warda  took  active  part  in  forming  the 
larger  and  more  fully  representative 
"Victoria  Public  Swimming  Baths 
Committee,"  with  the  late  Mr.  Wil- 
liam Blakemore  as  chairman.  The 
motto  of  this  committee  was:  "The 
nob^t  motive  is  the  public  good." 
and  a  vigorous  propaganda  was  con- 
ducted to  arouse  public  interest  In  the 
subject  of  swimming  and  its  benefits. 
In  addition,  data  and  plans  of  batns 
were  secured  from  thirty-three  cities, 
all  of  this  information  being  after- 
wards placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Vic- 
toria City  Council.  The  work  of  the 
sub-committee  appointed  to  deal 
with  legislative  matters  eventually 
bore  fruit  on  May  17th.  Ifll6,  when 
an  Act  to  amend  the  Municipal  Act 
was  passed  providing  powers  for  con- 
structing, maintaining  and  operating 
public  swimming  baths  and  for  ac- 
quiring  land   necessary  therefor. 

The  old  committee  became  dis^ 
banded  during  the  war.  but  the  gen- 
eral conclusions  arrived  at  may  be 
worth  reviewing,  and  pefhaps  be  of 
help  in  furthering  the  scheme  at  the 
present  time. 

1.  To  serve  Its  purpose  to  the  ut- 
most in  the  public  welfare  .ind  at  a 
minimum  of  cost  to  the  users  the 
natatorlum  should  be  municipally 
owned  and  operated,  as  is  done  quite 
successfully    in    the   older  cities. 

2.  That  in  order  to  be  of  the 
greatest  good  to  the  greatest  num- 
ber the  location  of  the  Institution 
should  be  as  central  as  practicable. 

3.  That  sea-water  is  easily  avail- 
able and  Immeasurably  superior  to 
freah  Water  for  a  swimming  pool,  bat

4.  That  the  general  plan  of  the 
building  containing  the  pool  should 
be  of  the  modern  amphitheatre  type, 
with  a  clear  roof  span  affording  the 
very  necessary  features  of  ample  light 
and  perfect  ventilation.

The  only  possible  Justiflcatlon  of  this 
style  of  planning  is  that  it  is  an  ex- 
pedient ^here  the  swimming  pool  Is 
not  the  primary  consideration. )« 

6.  That  special  arrangements 
should  be  made  to  provide  swimming 
instruction  for  school  children,  either 
tree  or  at  a  nominal  charge. 

There  are  many  good  reasons  why 
Victoria  should  possess  a  municipal 
salt-water  awimmtng  bath,  for  In- 
stance: 

It  Is  of  vital  Importance  that  every 
person  In  a  maritime  city  should  be 
able  to  swim,  as  lamentable  drowning 
fatalities  are  all  too  frequent 

Man  is  not  a  swimmer  by*  nature, 
and  can  become  one  by  practice  In 
the  water  only. 

Sea  water  heated  to  a  comfortable 
temperature  would  render  the  baths 
of  use  the  year  round,  as  contrasted 
with  the  scant  utility  and  lack  of 
safety  of  our  natural  bathing  placea 

Swimming  as  a  recreation  appeals 
strongly  to  the  Tna>orlty.  and  as  a 
healthful  exercise  tends  to  raise  tha 
physical  standard  of  tha  people. 

As  an  attraction  to  visttora  a  l?ood 
natatorlum  would  undoubtedly  ba  a 
valuable  asset  to  the  city. 

Being  a  voter  of  Victoria,  and  da- 
siring,  moreover,  to  see  employiaent 
provided  for  soma  of  those  who  badt/ 
need  It.  I  have  plaasnra  in  signihg 
this  latest  petition  for  a  referendum, 
and  hope  that  tMs  tima  it  will  carry 
with  a  Mg  majority  in  its  favor.

•malt  overdrlift  at  the  banl<,  which  it 
was  hoped  would  be  paid  oft  as  soon 
as  the  annual  collections  were  com- 
pleted. The  Home,  however,  was 
three  years  In  arrears  with  its  local 
improvement  taxes,  and  It  was  pro- 
posed to  hold  a  tug  day  spme  ttmo 
early  In  the  New  Year  with  the  idea 
of  helping  to  pay  this  off. 

Tbe  revenue  for  the  year  showed 
an  increase  over  the  previous  year, 
but  the  expenditures,  however,  we.'e 
ronsldcrably  larger,  mainly  owing  lo 
considerable  repalrt  having  to  bo 
made  both  inside  and  oulsldc  of  the 
building.

Chadwick  a  cheq^"  '^r  1600,  «ent  In 
memory  of  the  lato  Mrs.  F'awson,  an 
old  friend  of  the  institution,  this  com- 
ing at  a  very  opportune  time  ^as 
greatly  appreciated  by  the  committee. 
In   the  absence  of  the  president,   who 


was  held  in  June,  *  aad  the  public 
very  generously  gave  to  the  Home. 
Many  times  during  Che  sear  the  chil- 
dren have  been  entertained  by  fctad 
friends  t»  picnics  and  picture  shows.

Motoring  Soothes  Mental  State 
by  Diverting  Mind  of  Patient 
From  Self— Cure  for  =Many 
Nervous  ills 


We  are  told  by  the  jiolentlAe  medi- 
cal men  of  the  nation  that  this  couo- 
Iry  will  In  another  aoore  of  yeara  be- 
come noted  for  the  health  atandard 
oC  ita  entire  population,  duo  mainly 
to  the  uao  of  the  motor  rar.  An  auto- 
mobile hua  many  (unctlona,  one  of 
which  la  to  Improve  the  health  of  the 
ridara.  Thia  it  doea  without  queatlon 
lo  aueh  u  degree  that  In  aom*  caaaa 
tba  results  are  almoat  uncanny.  On* 
of  the  well  known  nerve  apaclallata 
rclatea  many  cure*,  due  entirely  to 
tba  fact  that  the  patient  went  motor- 
ing for  health.  The  fundamental 
principle  behind  motorinv  for  health 
ia  that  it  diverta  the  mind  and  alao 
sivea  a  conatant  cbanre  of  air. 

"Forget  it,"  the  nervoua  man  ia 
told,  but  he  cannot  forget  ao  eaally 
unleas  there  ia  more  potent  force 
tending  to  divert  hia  mind  from  hia 
bodily  ailment  We  are  alao  told 
that  the  mental  condition  of  a  pa- 
tient if  properly  taken  care  of  will  in 
turn  produce  desirable  eftecta  on  the 
body.  Nothing  la  more  Influential  in 
diverting  the  mind  away  from  one- 
aelf  than  motoring. 

The  automobile  manufacturers  pre- 
dlct  that  40  per,  cent  of  tha  cars  will 
in  future  be  sold  for  health  purposea. 
the  other  60  per  cent  for  business 
reaaons.  Wu  are  Inclined  to  think 
that  the  nation  cun  save  money  in 
the  end  by  encouraging  an  Invest- 
ment In  automobiles  rather  than 
apendinff  the  same  or  more  money  in 
medicine,  operations,  etc..  w'hlch  in 
the  end  will  not  produce  the  moat  de- 
alrable  rcsulta.  We  are  not  in  position 
of  course,  to  tell  tho  forma  of  d3- 
aeaaes  op  allmonta  that  should  be 
treated  by  motoring,  but  moat  doctors 
will  agA;e  that  riding  and  even  driv- 
ing an  automobile  will  do.^guch  to- 
ward bringing  certain  patients  back 
to   health. 

It  may  be  pretty  hard  for  a  nerv- 
oua patient  to  believe  that  he  can 
drive  a  car.  but  It  haa  been  demon- 
strated time  and  again  that  the  very 
act  of  driving  ao  changes  the  mental 
state  as  to  remove  the  ncrvousneas. 
The  patlant  must,  however,  drive 
cautiously,  and  he  muat  confine  hIa 
rtrlving  to  the  country  rather  than 
the  city.  The  driver  will  And  that 
his  heart  beata,  hia  respiration  and 
hIa  whole  ayatem  will  react  to  the 
tune  of  the  car.  If  the  car  ia  driven 
itlowlj-  tenaoneaa  of  the  muaoloa  la  re- 
moved; aa  the  speed  Increaaea  ther« 
in  an  involuntary  acceleration  of  tho 
heart  nnd  the  lungs.  ThIa  ia  not  al- 
ways so,  but  it  la,  generally  speaking, 
K  ohnractcrlatlo  of  a  nervous  person 
%t  tho  wh<>el. 

Motoring  Is  Treattuent 

Certain  nervous  conditions  are 
functional,  others  are  organic,  and 
4oth  of  them  can  bo  treated  by  mo-

toring.  In  a  recent  case  a  woman 
was  taking  treatment  by  a  great  spe- 
cialist for  over-secretion  of  the  thi«- 
roid  glands.  The  over-aecretion  made 
her  extremely  nervoua  and  affected 
almoat  every  orKan  of  the  body.  Mo- 
toring waa  recommended  aa  a  meana 
of  assisting  the  scientist  in  curing  thd 
woman,  and  in  about  one  year  she 
net  only  became  well  and  required  no 
further  tre9,tment,  but  she  became  an 
expert  driver  in  the  bargain.  This, 
like  many  cases,  may  turn  out  more 
satisfactory  if  the  doctor  ia  permitted 
to  watch  and  treat  his  patient  while 
the  motoring  is  being  used  aa  a 
meana  of  mind  diversion. 

There  la  one  thing  about  motoring 
for  health  that  must  be  understood, 
and  that  is  that  it  must  be  practiced 
Judiciously.  One  cannot  expect  to  ride 
800  continuous  miles  in  a  hard-riding 
car  and  got  out  thoroughly  relieved 
of  all  hia  troubles.  If  the  car  ia  hard- 
riding  drive  slowly  over  good  roads. 
Speed  is  not  essential.  To  make  the 
best  of  motoring,  one  muat  drive 
along  the  good  roada  andyStudy  the 
surrounding  landscape,  the  buildings, 
if  there  are  any,  perhaps  the  car  you 
are  riding  in,  other  cars  on  tho  road, 
etc.  Merely  aitting  at  the  wheel  and 
making  an  occasional  turn  on  a  lone- 
ly road  may  make  the  driver  lonely, 
hence  susceptible  of  thinking  of  him- 
self.

cusaiona  while  in  the  ear  about  the 
operation  of  the  car,  about  ways  and 
meana  of  promoting  aafety,  about  all 
mattera  pertaining  to  motoring.  Con- 
tlnuotis  driving  ia  bad.  Drive  20  miles 
or  so  and  then  get  out  of  tho  car 
and  walk  around  for  10  or  16  minutes 
keeping  your  mind  always  either  on 
the  car,  or  where  you  are  going  to 
drive  in  tho  next  half-hour,  and  all  the 
hundred  things  that  come  out  on  a 
short  motoring  trip.

Only  One-Eighth  Delivered  at 
Rear  Wheels— Various  Ac- 
cessories artd  Devices  Are 
Consumers  of  Power 


The  average  motor  car  owner  will 
be  atartled  to  be  informed  that  out 
of  all  the  power  that  ia  generated  by 
the  exploaion  In  the  oombuation 
chamber  leaa  than  one-clghth  la  de- 
livered in  actual  drivins  force  a^t  the 
rear  wheela.  Astonlahlng  aa  it  aeema 
tbia  ia  actually  true.  If,  then,  seven- 
eightha  of  the  original  power  ia  loat 
on  the  way  to  the  driving  wheela, 
how  virtually  important  it  ia  for  the 
car  owner-Ho  aee  that  no  further  and 
unneceaaary  Ifissea  occur  during  the 
journey. 

Taking  the  power  operated  in  the 
combuation  chamber  aa  100  per  cent, 
one  flnda  ttiat  the  flrat  ioaa  amounts 
to  36  per  cent,  which  ia  dlaaipatcd  in 
the  cooling  water.  Another  36  per 
cent  ia  loat  through  direct  radiation 
and  In  the  exhaust  gaaes.  The  ex- 
hauat  pipe  and  muffler  accounta  for 
a  further  2  per  cent  and  friction  in 
the  motor  for  nearly  9  per  cent. 
Wind  reaiatancfl  useitf  up  7  per  cent  of 
what  is  left  and  there  is  a  Ioaa 
through  the  tirea  of  nearly  4  per 
cent.  The  tranam lesion  accounta  for 
a  further  aubtracUon  of  practically  3 
per  cent.  , 

Heed  ia  Needed 

Aa  long  aa  these  power  loasea  are 
kept  at  their  normal  proportion  there 
la  no  cauae  for  worry,  but  let  the  ear 
owner  get  careless  In  maintaining:  the 
vehicle  and  the  loasea  immediately 
mount  upward  In  geometrical  raUo. 
Fortunately  by  taking  heed  it  Is  not 
hard  to  keep  the  power  diaaipatlon 
under  control. 

The  flrat  item,  power  loat  througli 
diaaipatlon  in  the  cooling  water, 
can  ecarcely  be  controlled  by  the  or- 
dinary car  owner.  Within  the  pact 
year  or  two  engineera  luive  token 
up  aerioualy  the  problem  of  reducing 
thIa  Item  of  waate.  By  meana  of  ther- 
mostatic control  it  la  now  poaaible 
to  keep  the  temperature  of  the  en- 
gine at  or  near  its  point  of  maximum 
efficiency.  Heat  ia  almply  a  form  of 
power.  But  unfortunately  the  nature 
of  the  internal  combustion  enSins 
prevents  more  than  a  certain  degree 
of  temperature  being  utilized,  becauae 
beyond  that  point  the  oil  film,  the 
protecting  lubricant,  would  be  broken 
down  and  the  engine  would  be  quick- 
ly ruined.  However,  by  the  uae  of 
thermostatic  devirea,  dealgnera  have 
been  able  to  reduce  the  amount  of 
heat,  which  meana  power,  waated  in 
the  cooling  water. 

What  he  can  do,  however,  la  to  nee 
that  there  la  no  leakage  from  the  en- 
gine. This  includes  gns  leakage,  ig- 
nition leakage,  oil  leakage,  etc.  The 
gaaketing  of  the  cylinder  head,  if 
there  la  such,  must  be  good  all  the 
time,  and  there  muat  be  no  lealcs  at 
the  plug*  or  peteocka.  In  gaaketing 
the  head  be  sure  to  aee  that  the 
Casket  Itself  ia  perfectly  clean  and  is 
mounted  on  clean  surfaces.  There 
muat  b«  no  nlcl»  or  dents  in  metal  or 
gasket.  The  head  muat  be  tightened 
carefully  to  avoid  springing.  It  is 
admirable  to  give  the  threads  of  the 
spark  plugs.  valv»  plugs  and  any 
other  threaded  device  in  the  engine 
a  thin  eoating  of  stove  blaeking, 
which  prevents  or  stops  leakage  and 
also  makss  remeval  of  the  parts 
easy  any  fotore  tim*. 
Drvloes 


It  must  not  he  forgotten  that  t!ie 
various  accessories  and  devices  lo- 
cated on  and  driven  by  the  engine 
oonsatne  power;  in  some  cases  as 
much  as  t  per  cent  of  the  totaL  Add 
to  fhis  the  Inevitable  friction  gen- 
erated by  th«  various  moving  pe.rts 
of  the  engine  and  one  geu  a  tidy 
total.  The  car  owner  cannot  eat  down 
the  eonsqnpUon  of  power  h«re.  bat 
be  can  ke«p  It  at  Its  nonnal  point 
by  seeing  that  all  those  parts  an4* 
aeoesserles  have  a  liberal  qaantltr  of 
labrtemnt  of  tho  proper  grade  and 
Quality.  The  careful  atudy  of  and 
atlentlOBa  to  the  directions  on  the 
lubrication  chart  are  the  aafetoard 
here.

And  what  Is  this  bat  the 
most  direct  and  criminal  sort  of 
waste,  whichathe  owner  can  stop  any 
time  he  desires.

A  burned  or  Arf  throwoot  collar  may 
cause  the  drag,  and  In  addition  may 
make  clut(;h  operation  and  Sear  shift- 
ing dtfflcult. 

The  transmission  inevitably  waates 
some  power  through  friction,  but  If 
this  unit  is  not  kept  well  lubricated 
and  properly  running  it  becomes  a 
prodigious  waste.  When  tfiere  is 
sny  derangement  In  the  transmission, 
t>earlngs  worn,  shafts  out  of  align- 
ment, etc..  power  wests*  are  enor- 
mous. Trouble  In  the  transmiaslen 
should    never   b*  neglected. 

Next  in  line  come  th*  uatvenMls. 
and  these  must  b*  kept  packed  with 
the  proper  lubrfeaet  all  th*  tIm*.  Th* 
rtmr  axl*  unit  muat  b«  at  least  three 
times  a  year  cleaned  out  with  k<>ro- 
•ene  and  have  fl'csh  lubricant.  Wbea 
anything  goes  wrong  with  th*  reaf 
axle  Its  consumption  of  power  ia  al- 
most unbelievable.  In  this  eonnec- 
tlen  the  wheel  bearlngw  must  be  k»T*t 
In  good  condition:  Jack  up  the  rear 
wfc**ls  and  try  them  occasionally  to 
se*  that  they  mete  freely. 

In  the  tires  the  owner  ean  help 
power  losses  by  keeping  them  pump- 
ed np  to  pressure  recommended  by 
the  maker.

man  who  finds  aatiifactlon  in  obtaJn- 
ing  the  highest  efficiency  from  a  unit. 
A  battery  ahpuld  laat  a  car  owner 
more  than  two  years.  I  believe  It, 
beciiuso  I  have  had  one  in  my  car 
Ihlrty-two  mohlhs  dnd^  It  atlU  seems 
to  be  going  strong. 

Thoro  are  reasons  why  it  isn't  in 
the  scrap  pile  along  with  batteries 
of  the  "average  car  owner."  In  the 
first  placf,  it  was  a  good  battery  to 
begin  with;  not  exceptionally  good. 
Just  a  reliable  make.  It  was  furnished 
aa  regular  equipment  with  the  car. 
But  other  owners  of  the  name  make 
of  battery  have  long  since  cashed  in 
for  new  ones.  If  the  fact  that  I  had 
a  good  battery  to  start  with  is  one 
reason  for  my  success  in  keeping  the 
electrical  end  of  the  car  in  first  rate 
condition,  at  least  it  is  only  a  minor 
one. 

The  major  reason  can  be  summed 
up  by  the  small  but  significant  word 
"use."  With  the  exception  of  having 
the  battery  charged  twice  at  91.00  a 
charging,  buying  a  new  wooden  case 
for  the  colls  and  battery  terminals, 
nothing  else  has  been  applied  to  the 
battery  excepting  wise  use — and  or- 
dinary care. 

Most  of  the  discussions  anent  the 
battery  pivot  about  the  care  of  it, 
the  need  for  keeping  the  required 
amount  of  water  In  It  (with  emphasis 
on  the  purity  of  the  water),  the 
need  for  keeping  the  battery  and 
wire  terminals  covered  with  vaseline 
(to  prevent  corrosion)  and  the  pre- 
caution to  support  the  battery  solidly. 
Ha4  I  been  familiar  with  this  sort  of 
care  when  the  car  was  new  I  should 
never  have  been  put  to  even  the 
slight  expense  enumerated  above 
But  attention  to  these  matters  is  not 
the  main  reason  why  my  battery  Is 
in  line  to  win  the  marathon.  The 
word  "care"  has  a  much  broader 
meanlnf. 

1  must  confess  that  I  have  neglect- 
ed to  fill  the  cells  sometimes  for  per- 
iods of  a  month  and  that  on  more 
occasions  than  one,  because  distilled 
water  was  not  available,  I  have

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hostile  to  it.  I  am  inclined  to  believe 
therefore,  that  water  is  about  the  least 
of  one's  troubles  in  looking  after  the 
battery's  interests,  though  I  admit 
that  weekly  inspection  of  the  electro- 
lyte in  the  cells  and  the,  adding  of 
the  purest  water  prolonga  its  tiseful- 
ness. 

Sane  use  of  the  battery  is  the  very 
best  care  you  can  give  it.  Many  dri- 
vers use  the  self-starter  as  though 
the  current  came  from  a  power  house. 
They  do  not  seem  to  realise  that 
there  must  be  a  logical  balance  of 
oharglng^  and  ^Mscharglng  -wtth  -crm-- 
sideration  of  the  reserve  supply  which 
^the  t>attcry  itself  holds.  The  most 
careless  driver  always  thinks  of  the 
gasoline  supply.  He  knows  he  cannot 
run  on  endlessly  on  air,  and  so  keeps 
before  him  constantlyl  the  thought 
that  he  must  All  up  at  certain  very 
deflnite  intervals.  Yet  the  same  type 
of  driver  will  give  no  thought  what- 
ever to  the  capacity  and  the  immed- 
iate supply  of  "Juice."  He  is  per- 
fectly content  to  tap  the  source  of 
supply  until  it  gives  out  altogether,, 
whereas  by  using  it  Judiciously  and 
helping  along  the  process  of  recharg- 
ing the  inconvenience  of  a  "dead" 
battery  would  never  be  his. 

Of  course  a  battery  can  always  be 
recharged,  provided  its  plates  have 
not  buckled  or  wasted  away,  and  the 
fee  is  almost  negligible. '  But  that 
isn't  the  point.  The  thought  that  a 
battery  can  be  recharged  at  a  mere 
expense  of  $1.00  doesn't  mean  much 
when  it  dies  down  completely  on  a 
freezing  night  when  you  are  in  a 
hurry  to  get  somewhere. 

Another  thing,  though  a  battery 
can  t>e  recharged  successfully  it 
"never  comes  back."  It  will  always 
be  Just  a  little  bit  weaker  than  it  was 
before. 

I  have  made  up  my  mind,  there- 
fore, that  if  I  can  possibly  prevent 
it  I  shall  make  every  cfiCort  to  keep 
my  battery  normally*  charged  at  all 
times.  I  see  now  that  there  would 
have  been  no  need  of  my  having  the 
battery  charged  upon  the  two  former 
occasions  had  I  exercised  the  same 
sort  of  care  I  now  do,  or  rather,  had 
I  used   the  battery  as  careftilly. 

For  example,  during  the  late  Fall 
it  became  increasingly  dlffloult  to 
start  all  the  cars  in  the  public  ^r- 
ages  because  of  the  low  temperature. 
It  is  harder  to  start  a  car  in  the  gar- 
age in  the  Fall  and  Spring  than  at 
any  other  time  of  the  year,  for  in 
Winter  garages  are  heated  sometimes 
to  sixty  degrees  and  over.  The  first 
few  days  of  snappy  weather  the  bat- 
tery of  my  car  came  near  running 
down  each  morning  because  it  was 
necessary  to  turn  over  the  engine 
sometimes  several  minutes  before 
anything  approaching  a  good  mixture 
matcrialixod  In  the  carbureter.  The 
ordinary  driving  about  town  during 
the  day,  however,  helped  to  build  up 
the  reserve  for  the  next  morning's 
ditcharge.  But  each  morning  the 
battery  was  growing  weaker.  That 
worried   me  very   much. 

It  didn't  worry  other  drivers.  Their 
starters  churned  and  churned  the 
engine  until  you  would  think  the 
"Juice"  was  being  drawn  from  a  third 
rail.  And  then  by  degrees  this  hap- 
pened: 

Bvery  one  was  having  his  battery 
recharged.  Every  one  was  trying  to 
run  around  on  rented  batteries  that 
were  reincarnated  (or  the  occasion. 

In  the  meantime  I  had  decided 
that  each  morning,  before  applying 
the  starter  and  before  turning  en 
the  ignition,  I  would  pull  out  the 
choker,  open  the  throttle  ^ide  and 
turn  over  the  engine  ten  or  twenty 
times  by  hand.  It  took  a  few  mo- 
ments and  a  slight  amount  of  effort 
to  do  this;  and,  of  course,  every  one 
Imagined   I   had   battery  trouble. 

"Battery  dead?"  asked  one  of  the 
curious. 

"No,"  I  replied,  "simply  keeping  ^^. 
alive." 

Another  mai)  was  quite  certain  that 
I  would  break  my  arm  in  the  way  I 
turned  over  the  motor.  If  some 
people  would  only  stop  to  think! 
How  could  a  cold  engine  backfire 
with  the  Ignition  shut  offT 

After  this  .simple  preliminary  I 
would  Jump  into  the  car,  turn  on 
the  Ignition,  press  down  on  the  start- 
er pedal,  and  in  two  turns  she  was 
off!  In  the  Fall  the  battery  is  over- 
taxed in  the  morning  starting  process; 
the  answer  is.  help  it  along  with  a 
few  hand  tarns. 

I  was  amused  the  other  day  wh«n 
I  entered  the  garage  to  see  two  car 
owners  besieging  the  repair  man  to 
hurry  thetr  t>attari«s  aa  the  rented 
one*  had  Just  sang  their  swan  songs. 
Theae  owners  ooald  not  even  use 
their  cars:  What  coald  b«  aore  in- 
convenient? 

When  I  leave  tha  ear  out  In  the 
cold  for  any  length  of  time  in  severe 
Winter  I  always  kaep  Ui«  hand  craak 
handy  In  order  to  give  the  engine 
a  few  turns  before  calling  u^n  the 
battery.  It  is  surprisiag  how  this 
littla  bit  af  help  ancoorages  the  bat- 
tery to  function  properly.  Also,  whea- 
vmt  I  stop  on  an  iaOlliM.  Winter  or 
Samniier.  T  always  erank  the  engine 
when  I  wish  to  start  again  by  lettfng 
the  ear  ooast  down  tin  hill  (In  h<gh 
gear)  and  then  engaging  tha  elotelk. 
By  helping  the  battery  In  similar 
way*  yM  will  never  have  to  stand  the- 
IneoBvenienoe  of  having  It  reebargad 
fy«n  an  nutslAe  soaree;  yo«  will  al- 
wan  have  bright  llgh^aM  hot  a»artt

FAULTY  HCAIION 
HEADS  PROBLEM  LIST 


Local  Automobile  Dealer  Opens 
Discussion  as  to  the  Main- 
tenance of  Motor  Engines — 
Some  of  Points  Explained 


I^'aulty  yubrlcatlon  Is  one  of  the 
greatest  troubles  from  which  the  av- 
erage motorist  suffers,  according  to 
a  local  automobile  dealer. 

"Few  people  appreciate  the  fact 
that  the  highly  polished  surfaces  of 
motor  parts,  without  lubrication, 
would  soon  go  to  pieces  from  intense 
heat  and  friction,  and  that  poor  lu- 
brication is  little  better  than  none. 

"Machinery  of  any  kind  transmits 
power  by  movable  members.  These 
parts  must  slide  in  guides  or  bear- 
ings, and  they  work  most  efficiently 
when  their  motion  excites  the  least 
frictional  resisUnce.  Their  finely 
ground  surfaces  appear  perfectly 
rmooth  to  touch  and  sight,  but  under 
the  microscope  show  marked  ridges 
and  Irregularities.  When  two  such 
surfaces  come  into  direct  contact  at 
high  speeds  and  under  heavy  pres- 
sure, they  grind  and  abrade  each 
other  like  two  pieces  of  sandpaper. 

"No  machinery  can  long  survive 
such  wear  and  tear.  To  protect  the 
finished  surfaces  it  is  necessary  to  in- 
sert between  them  a  filnl  of  oil.  This 
oil  cuMilon  keeps  apart  the  opposing 
minute  ridges.  When  the  parts  move 
they  split  t^a  film  into  *Ungential' 
layers,  which  slip  or  flow  upon  each 
other  with  tittle  resistance.  Thus  th« 
basic  purpose  of  lubrication  Is  aooom- 
plished  by  substituting  the  easy  lo- 
temal  friction  of  oil  for  the  deatme- 
tlve  sliding  friction  of  metal. 

"It  is  more  important  to  maintain 
this  oil  film  between  the  bearing  snr- 
ftkces  than  to  keep  fuel  In  the  gaaoUne 
tank.  But  if  the  oil  U  of  uneven  or 
Incorrect  quality,  contains  impurities, 
or  rraporatos  qalekly,  the  delicate 
film  Is  eastly  destroyed.  Then  the 
metals  come  into  partial  «r  oampieta 
oontact.  are  scored,  and  sometimes 
even  foaM  by  tha  heat."

MRICANS  CONCERNED 
ABOUT  MEXICAN  OIL 


Protests  As  To  Mesopotamia 
Are  Followexi  by  Charges 
That  British  Seek  to  Mono- 
polize Supply  of  World 


PRESIDENT  WILSON 
TOLD  ABOUT  ARMENINA 


OENkVA,  T>ec.    IS.— President  WU- 
son   is   informed   of  the  result   of  the 


Inquiry  made  by  the  Allied  high  com- 
mission in  Turkey  concerning  the 
Armenian  situation,  In  a  message 
forwarded  to  him  by  the  League 
council. 

It  is  understood  the  President  haa 
been  told  that  negotiations  with  Tur- 
kish Nationalists  present  no  insur- 
mountable difflcultlos.  The  message 
is  believed  to  contain  the  "avenues  of 
approach,"  for  which  the  President 
asked. 


American  oil  interests  are  aroused, 
and  the  Statea  Department  concerned 
over  the  latest  developments  In  the 
Meicican  oil  aituatlon.  which.  It  is 
charged,  seriously  endanger  the  rights 
of  United  States  citizens  in  Mexico, 
saya  The  New  York  Times. 
The  ciaintv  is  being  made  that  events 
in  Mexico  which  have  led  to  protests 
tiled  with  the  State  Department  fur- 
nish evidence  of  British.  French  and 
Dutch  plans  to  monopolize  the  oil 
supply  of  the  world.  The  happenings 
in  Mexico  emphasize,  it  is  contended, 
the  protest  of  the  United  States  over 
the  action  of  the  British  Government 
in  carrying  out  its  mandate  for  Mes- 
opotamia, which  this  Government 
construes  as  closing  the  door  to  equal 
opportunity  for  all  nations  in  devel- 
oping Mesopotamia's  petroleutn  re- 
sources. 

The  State  Department  has  taken 
cognizance  of  the  situation  in  Mex- 
ico and  la  making  inquiries.  It  in 
giving  assurances  to  those  concerned 
that  it  stands  firm  on  its  insistence 
for  the  protection  of  American  rights 
within  Mexican  territory.  So  far  no 
additional  action  has  been  taken,  but 
the  situation  has  developed  to  a  point 
where  this  Government  Is  irritated 
over  what  is  alleged  to  'be  a  concert- 
ed effort  on  the  part  of  forelgm  in- 
terests to  freeze  out  American  citi- 
zens in   the  oil  fields  of  Mexico. 

The    new   situation   arises   primarily 
inun^an^  extension -of  ^he  iate   Gov- 


ernment   of   the    President   de    la   Hu- 
erta    ot    the    Mexican    Federal    zone 
system,  an  extension  which  permitted 
the     Mexican     Government     to     grant 
concessions  to  bore  for  oil  on  proper- 
ty controlled   by  American    Interests. 
How  the  System  Works 
Under    the    original     Federal    zone 
system,    of    which    the    United    States 
had  no  complaint  to  make,  the  Mex- 
ican   Government    reserved    to    itself 
the  right  to  strips  of  land  ten  metres 
wide    on    each   side    of   all    navigable 
streams   and    to   grant   concessions    to 
bore    for    oil    in    these   strips.      De    la 
Huerta  extended  this  system  so  as  to 
provide  that  the  Federal  zones  should 
apply   to   all   streams   within    the   re- 
public,  whether   navigable  or   not.   In 
the  closing  days  of  the  de  la  Huerta 
administration  which  ended  on  Nov- 
ember 30.  concessions  to  bore  for  oil 
in  these  additional  zones  were  grant- 
ed  by  the  wholesale  to  Mexican   citi- 
zens who   in   turn   sold  them  to  Brit- 
ish and  other  foreign  oil  interests. 

The  new  arrangement  works  out 
this  way:  If  you  have  obtained  a  con- 
cession for  an  oil  area  in  Mexico  and 
are  working  it,  you  are  confronted 
by  the  appearance  of  some  conces- 
sionaire who  proceeds  to  drill  for  oil 
on  the  banks  of  a  trickling  rill  that 
winds  through  the  property  you  have 
leased.  The  Mexican  Government 
controls  each  side  of  the  trickling  rill 
for  a  distance  of  ten  metres,  and 
farms  out  the  privilege  of  exploiting 
these  strips  to  other  persons  interest- 
ed in  oil  production.  You  may  have 
struck  a  valuable  lead.  The  new 
Federal  zone  concessionaire  drills  in 
the  narrow  strip  that  he  hag  obtain- 
ed from  the  Mexican  Government 
and  strikes  your  lead.  Result,  your 
oil  supply  is  tapped  and  your  invest- 
ment  damaged. 

Today  the  Stale  Department  re- 
ceived additional  reports  on  th*  sit- 
uation. These,  with  others  that  came 
previously.  Indicate  that  the  Corona 
and  the  Eagle  or  Agullar  Oil  com- 
panies of  Mexico,  which  are  subsid- 
iaries of  the  Royal  Dutch  Shell 
Group  of  oil  companies,  have  ac- 
quired Important  conceasions  along 
non-navigable  streams  In  the  oil  re- 
gions. It  is  charged  also  that  Brit- 
ish companies  have  obtained  other 
valuable  concessions.  The  American 
interests  concerned  have  protested  to 
the  State  Department  that  these 
grants  Invade  and  take  over  oil  rights 
for  whose  protection  the  department 
had  made  strong  representations  to 
the  Mexican  Government.  Another 
allegation  made, .is  that  the  British 
Government  and'  BritUh  oil  compan- 
ies bad  gone  on  record  as  protesting 
against  the  very  conflacatory  concea- 
slons   which    they  are   now   acquiring. 

From  other  than  the  pecuniary 
.•standpoint  .involved,  the  matter  1« 
Important  for  Its  effect  upon  the 
question  of  the  recognition  of  the 
Mexican  Government  by  the  United 
States.  If  this  Government  should 
feel  that  Mexico  was  not  living  up  in 
good  faith  to  its  obligations  to  Amerl-

caa  eltlsena  and  their  Intarcats.  rec- 
ognition would  be  deferred  and  the 
belief  of  this  Guvernment  that  the 
Obregon  Administration  waa  not  act- 
ing In  good  faith  toward  the  United 
SUtes  would  cerUinly  interfere  with 
the  conclusion  of  the  tr«Mity  which 
the  Mexican  and  American  Oovern- 
menta  propose  to  negotiate  as  a  fun- 
damental   of    recognition. 

The  Sltnation  as  Now  RxtoUnc 

The  situation,  aa  it  la  understood 
to  exist,  was  thus  expressed  today: 

Heretofore  the  American,  British 
and  other  foreign  Governments  and 
oil  Interests  were  united  in  the  effort 
to  protect  their  righta  in  Mexico  un- 
der the  hostile  administration  of  the 
late  President  Curranza.  As  matters 
now  sUnd,  the  United  SUtes  Gov- 
ernment and  oil  interests  are  array- 
ed against  the  Mexican  Government 
and  British.  French  and  Dutch  oil 
lnte:<test8.  backed  liy  their  Gov«m^ 
ments,  are  seeking  to  protect  righta 
that  had  been  granted  to  the  Am«fi- 
can    interests. 

In  the  Carranza  regime  the  grant- 
ing of  concessions  for  oil  lands  was 
notoriously  indulged  in  for  the  ben- 
efit of  Government  offlcials*.  In  the 
closing  days  of  the  de  la  HuerU  Ad- 
ministration the  extension  of  the 
Federal  zones  so  as  to  take  In  strips 
along  non-navigable  streams  opened 
the  way  to  a  revival  of  this  practice, 
which  became  rampant.  More  than 
thirty  concessions  were  granted  some 
days,  and  the  practice  was  kept  up 
fevorlBhiy  to  the  very  last  minute 
that  de  la  Huerta  was  in  offlce,  or 
until  midnight,  November  30.  There 
is  some  evidence  that  concessions  are 
still  being  granted  by  the  Obregon 
Administration,  but  not  in  great  num- 
ber. Jt  is  claimed  that  nearly  all  the 
waters  in  Mexico — lake*,  rivers  and 
tiny  streams — are  involved  In  the 
concessions   granted. 

According    to    information    received 
here.     General     Benjamin     Hill,     now 
Minister  of  War  In  Iho  Obregon  Cab- 
inet,    has    disposed    of    valuable    con- 
cessions   to    the    Aguilar    and    Corona 
comrwnlos,    subsidiaries    of   the    Royr.l 
Dutch    Shell.  Group.      Serna   and    Cor- 
tina,  prominent  Mexicans,  arc  said   to 
Irave "bouglit    concessions    of    General 
Jacinto    Trevlno,    who    was    Secretary 
of  Commerce   and   Industry  In   the  de 
la    Huerta    Cabinet   and    to    have    dis- 
posed   of    them    to    the    Dutch    group. 
It  1.S   charged   that  on   the    very  night 
or  de  la  Huerta's  retirement  the  Mex- 
ican Government  granted  an  omnibus 
Federal       zone      drilling      concession 
which    gave    the   right   to.  extract   60,- 
000,000    tons    of    oil.         This    amount 
would  make    about  400,000.000  barrels. 
In    1920   nineteen   companies   exported 
from  Mexico  only  140,000,000  barrels. 
Mexican    Newspaper's    View 
Some  Mexico  City  newspapers  have 
had  articles  on  the  subject  of  the  oil 
concession   frenzy  which   is  attracting 
much   attention    there.     An   article   in 
El  Universal  of  Dec.   2  said: 

"A  person  well  informed  on  petro- 
leum matters  has  assured  us  that  the 
Department  of  Industry,  Commerce 
and  Labor  has  been  granting  a  series 
of  concessions  for  the  exploration  of 
lands  which  are  reported  to  be  oil 
bearing  so  intensive  and  so  vast  as  to 
have  left  only  the  Statea  of  Mexico 
and  Aguascallentes  from  concessions. 
"  'There  have  been  d.aye,'  he  said 
to  us,  'when  thirty-five  concessions, 
all  of  them  of  unusual  scope,  have 
been  granted.  I  know  of  a  certain 
party  who  has  been  given  the  right 
to  drill  In  three  states  of  the  repub- 
lic, I  have  been  informed  that  In 
Lower  California  other  concessions  of 
the  same  character  have  been  grant- 
ed, including  even  Magdalena  Bay. 
whose  strategic  importance  has  been 
the  cause  of  certain  political  uneasi- 
ness to  Mexico.' 

"Should  the  above  fact  be  proved, 
it  will  readily  be  ceen  that  it  involves 
the  greatest  dangers,  since  the  con- 
cessions may  be  sold  or  transferred 
or  a  company  formed  where  Ameri- 
can or  other  foreign  capital  predom- 
inates, and  In  this  way  the  public 
peace  will  be  Jeopardized  and  our 
foreign    safety    seriously    threatened. 

"Our  Informant  states  that  the  con- 
cessions have  been  granted  by  a  high 
official  of  the  Department  of  Indus- 
try, Commerce  and  Labor,  who,  tak- 
ing advantage  of  his  position  of  trust, 
did  a  large  business  In  this  way.  In- 
asmuch as  General  Trevlno  did  nol 
fully  understand  the  details  of  this 
complicated  problem.  It  was  easy  for 
the  official  In  question  to  fool  him, 
so  that  he  granted  concessions  not 
by  lots,  nor  in  larger  or  smaller  por- 
tions, but  wholesade.  We  are  not  in- 
formed whether  the  direct  Influence 
or  favor  of  certain  officials  Intervened 
In  these  matters;  but  the  fact  exists 
and  it  is  Inrtispenslble  that  It  should 
be  given  to  the  public,  so  that  It 
may  be  duly  cleared  up,  since  It  is  a 
question  that  interests  the  economic 
situation    and    even    the   political."

Tax  of  $3,000  on  Two  Well- 
KnoWn  Post-War  Models- 
Much  Dissatisfaction  Voiced 
by  People 


The  people  who  have  been  active  in 
the  establishment  of  an  iron  and 
steel  works  In  the  vicinity  of  Victoria 
to  utilize  the  ores  found  on  Vancou- 
ver Island  and  adjacent  islands  will 
be  interested  in  the  succej>s  of  such  a 
plant  recently  built  in  New  South 
Wales  by  the  Broken  Hill  Proprietary 
Company.  Since  1915  the  output  of 
this  plant  has  been  637,213  tons  of 
pig  iron  and  593,223  tons  of  steel. 
The  demand  for  these  products  has 
been  so  great  that  it  has  been  found 


In  all  countries  the  taxation  on 
automobiles  has  been  Increased  since 
the  aamlstlccf  bat  in  no  country  has 
it  been  so  exorbitantly  Increased  as 
In  luiy.  The  new  tax,  which  U  to 
be  effected  Janoar>'.  1921.  has  caused 
a  great  deal  of  dissatisfaction  In  all 
classes  of  the  industry.

A^ith  a  tax  of  $3,000  on  two  well- 
known  Italian  post-war  models  and 
with  taxes  of  |340  on  the  twelve 
horsepower  Fiat,  which  would  by  no 
means  be  considered  a  high-powered 
car,  and  $330  on  the  new  fifteen 
horsepower,  four  cylinder,  which  Is 
rated  at  twenty-two'  horsepower 
under  the  Italian  taxation  scheme, 
few  purchosera  will  be  found  for 
these  cars.  This  will  be  felt  by  man- 
ufacturers, motorists  in  general,  and 
workers,  who  will  undoubtedly  be 
thrown  out  of  employment  in  large 
numbers.

It  would  be 
of  Incalculable  benefit  to  this  country 
If  Victorians  and   Vancouver     Island 
people  generally  could  wake  up  to  the 
fact  that  we  are  in  a  position  here  to 
handle  iron  ores  and  turn  them  into 
exportable   products,    not  *only  of   pig 
iron  and  steel,  but  also  auxiliary  pro- 
ducts, as  has  been  done  in  Australia

ence  from  alcohol  cannot  really  bo 
attained  even  if 'the  drink  trade  could 
be  absolutely  suppressed,  because  al- 
cohol is  made  in  the  human  body. 

Physiologists  do  not  question  the 
fact  that  alcohol  Is  one  of  the  pro- 
ducts of  chemical  processes  -which  go 
on,  not  only  In  the  digestive  tube,  but 
in  the  living  cells  which  compose  the 
body. 

Alcohol  Is  the  product  of  the  living 
processes'  of  the  yeast  organism,  and 
what  is  carried  to  an  extraordinary 
extent  in  the  case  of  yeast  occurs  to 
a  slighter  extent  In  other  living  or- 
ganisms. 

People  who  become  total  abstainers 
take  to  eating  more  sweets  and  sweet 
cakes,  and  to  drinking  sweet  soft 
drinks,  and  sugar  taken  in  excess  m  ly 
do  them  Just  as  much  harm  as  excess 
of  alcohol. 

There  is  a  normal  minute  percent- 
age of  sugar  In  the  blood,  an' amount 
which  is  found  to  bo  constant,  from 
day  to  day,  within  very  narrow  limits 
in  |all  healthy,  normal  people.  An 
excess  of  sugar  in  the  blood  acts  as 
a  poison. 

The  disease  diabetes  is  characteriz- 
ed by  an  excess  of  sugar  in  the  blood 
and  by  the  excretion  of  sugar  by  the 
organs  whose  duty  it  is  to  keep  the 
composition  of  the  blood  constant  by 
excreting  any  excess  of  waste  matter 
which  the  living  tissues  put  into  the 
blood. 

Physicians  in  the  U.S.A.  havis  noted 
an  increase  of  diabetes  among  the 
population  following  the  acceptance 
of  the  "bone  dry"  policy,  and  the  In- 
creased consumption  of  sugar  conse- 
quent  thereon. 

As  pointed  out  before  in  these  col- 
umhs,  sugar  only  exists  in  traces  In 
natural  foods.  Starch  is  the  natural 
carbohydrate  food  which  is  slowly  di- 
gested and  absorbed  as  sugar;  sugar 
is  an  appetiser,  and  should  not  be 
taken  in  such  amounts  that  the  blood 
is    flooded    with    it. 

When  the  membrane  of  the  stom- 
ach  is  deranged  by  the  eating  of  too 
much  sugar,  yeasts  appear  In  the 
stomach  and  actively  digest  sugsr  Into 
alcohol. 

Thus  children  who  are  allowed  to 
eat  excess  of  sweets  by  indulgent  par- 
ents, who  arc  total  abstainers,  absorb 
alcohol  produced  from  the  sweets 
within  their  little  stomachs  by  the 
action  of  the  yeasts. 

It  has  been  found,  indeed,  that  by 
eating  sugar  and  yeast  together 
enough  alcohol  may  be  produced  in 
the  stomach  to  cause  drunkneness. 
Thus  a  man  may  use  his  own  stom- 
ach »m  a  stUl,  and  the  excise  offloer 
cannot  prevent  this,  or  tax  him  for 
the  alcohol  he  produces  therein  and 
absorbs.

Training   the   Puppy. 
NaabiK 

By  simply  aSdreasloff  a  dof  with 
any  particular  name,  he  will  In  a 
Hhort  time  recofnlxe  It  and  aiurwer 
to  it.  With  several  dogs,  it  is  a 
good  idea  to  teach  each  its  dis- 
tinctive title  as  soon  ajs  possible,  as 
It  will  assist  in  managing  them.  This 
la  easily  accomplished,  aa  all  that  Is 
needed  is  to  hand-feed  the  doga  for 
a  few  days.  Have  their  food  cut 
Into  small  morsels,  call  each  dog  hr 
name  to  receive  Its  allowmhee,*  iind~ 
see  that  no  other  dog  gets  it;  if 
any  of  the  others  come,  send  them 
back. 

When  out  for  a  walk  allow  the 
dog  to  range  freely  and  then  call  one 
of  them  by  name  and  #ben  he  ebmss 
hand  mm  a  tidbit,  then  repeat  this 
action  until  all  luiVe  been  senntd. 
Repetition  of  these  lessons  will  cause 
the  dogs  to  become  thoroughly  fa- 
miliar with  their  names  aiid  they  will 
come  willingly  upon  being  called. 
Tbe  Pektagese 

I  have  been  asked  ssreral  tlmss 
by  fanciers  how  the  Pekingeae  origi- 
nated. This  little  dog  la  an  Ideal 
pet.  There  are  several  fanciers  of 
this  breed  in  Victoria.  They  speak, 
very  highly  of  them.  Anyone  want- 
ing a  pet  cannot  go  tar  wrong  when 
purohaatng  a  Pekingese.  The  follow- 
ing Is  taken  from  "The  Perfect  Pek- 
ingese" and  gives  the  origin  of  the 
breed  as  Tollows: 

The  earlies  record  we  have  of  tha 
existence  of  the  Pekingese  haa  been 
traced  back  as  far  as  the  Tang  Dy- 
nasty, which  prevailed  in  the  eighth 
century,  but  we  have  not  been  able 
to  trace  any  deacrlpton  of  tho  dog 
than  In  vogue,  but  there  Is  small 
reasQn  to  doubt  that  In  the  Imperial 
household,  .and  the  Immediate  en- 
touragre  of  the  Emperor  Tang,  doga 
(that  answer  as  far  as  records  go  to 
the  modem  Pekingese)  pure  In  lin- 
eage and  highly  prised,  were  rigor- 
ously preserved,  so  much  so,  in  fact, 
that  punishment  by  death  was  meted 
out  to  anyone  who  dared  to  steal  one 
of  the  Inmates  of  the  Imperial  ken- 
neL 

These  Imperial  dogs  have  been 
proved  to  have  been  of  sievaral  slses, 
and  were  designated  by  the  names 
of  Lion  Dogs.  Sun  Dogs,  and  When 
very  small,  as  Sleeve  Dogs,  but 
whether  these  three  varieties  were 
bred  on  Individual  lines,  or  whether 
the  aise  was  simply  a  matter  of 
chance.  Is  one  of  those  things  that 
probably  will  never  b«  elucidated. 
Were   Palaoe   Bred 

Therefore  It  has  to  bo  concluded 
that  the  earlier  Pekingese,  in  fact,  the 
very  founders  of  the  breed,  were 
dogs  that  were  bom  in  the  palace 
itself,  for,  when  the  Imperial  palace 
at  Peking  was  looted  by  the  British 
troops  in  isao.  some  of  the  officers 
with  doggy  leanings  acquired  several 
specimens  during  the  operationa.  It 
is  on  record  that  4  or  5  of  these  dogs 
were  found  In  an  apartment  of  the 
palace,  and  all  secured,  and  It  la  In- 
teresting to  note  that  amongst  them 
were  several  dogs  of  what  Is  norw 
called  red  brindle  color,  which  had 
black  masks.  Amongst  others  a 
fawn  and  white/  partl-oolor  of  small 
sise  waa  brought  to  England  and  pre- 
sented by  its  captor  to  H.  M.  Queen 
Victoria.  V 

There  was  also  a  blaok  and  white 
amongst  three  direct  Importatlona 
from  the  palace,  so  that  here  In  a 
nutshell  we  have  no  doubt  the  cause 
of  the  maity  variations  of  eelor  in 
the   Pekingese  of  today. 

These  pioneers  of  the  race  varied 
from  4^  to  B  and  t  pounds  In  weight 
and  one  or  two  were  even  S  pounds 
and  one  over  9  pounds.  This  is  all 
the  history  It  Is  possible  to  obtain  of 
the  original  palace  dog,  but  it  may 
be  taken  for  granted  that  in  the  sack 
of  the  "Holy  of  Hollea"  other  speci- 
mens of  the  pure  breed  got  distrib- 
uted and  the  Pekingese  gradually 
got  into  the  hands  of,  Drst  the  aris- 
tocracy of  China  and  of  Pekin  la 
particular,  and  so  gradually  pereo* 
lated  amongst  the  gsneral  commun- 
ity, but  even  then  they  were  not  com- 
pion.  and  could  only  be  obtained  af- 
ter great  trouble  and  expeaaa.

SAYS  LOCAL  SHIPS 


IE  lINSiPASSED 


Chief  Lloyds  Surveyor  for  This 
Continent  Declares  Local 
Barkentines  Equal  of  Any- 
thing He  Has  Ever  Seen 


Vlaltlng  the  city  on  his  regular  In- 
apeotloa  tour,  Mr.  James  French, 
Chief  Lloyds  Surveyor  of  the  United 
States  ajid  Canada,  yesterday  de- 
clared tha(  he  had  never  seen  finer 
construction  In  a  wooden  sailing  ves- 
sel than  in  the  barkentines  being 
built  in  the  Cholberg  Shipyard  for 
the  Victoria  Shipowners,  Ltd.  He  In- 
spected the  vessels  yesterday  morn- 
ing and  afterward  made  the  above 
statement.  He  referred  to  the  flnS 
lines  of  the  ships  and  the  very  strong 
construction.  "They  are  no  war 
babies,"  he  remarked  smilingly.  The 
best  shipbuilding  practice  has  been 
Incorporated  into  the  hulls,  he  said. 
Asked  as  to  how  long  the  barken- 
tines should  last  if  well  cared  for, 
the  chief  surveyor  was  not  willing  to 
name  a  term  of  years,  but  when 
questioned  aa  to  whether  he  thought 
they  shourd  be  good  for  at  leaat 
thirty  years,  he  replied,  "Oh,  yes." 
Aifd  then  he  cited  examples  of 
wooden  vessels  remaining  seaworthy 
tor  much  longer  periods  than  that. 
It  was  all  a  matter  of  protection 
from  the  teredo  and  dry  rot,  he 
pointed  outi  and  if  due  precautions 
were  taken  against*  these  enemies 
long  life  was  assured. 

Mr.  French  deplored  the  fact  'that 
tbe  Harbor  Marino  Yard  was  going 
to  close  down  for  want  of  co;itracts, 
but  he  said  that  the  condition  was 
general  on  the  continent.  Ship  con- 
struction would  reach  a  still  lower 
point  before  it  picked  up  again,  and 
it  would  never  again  reach  the  height 
attained  during  the  war. 

Mr.  French  arrived  in  the  city  yes- 
terday morning  and  left  for  Seattle 
yeeterday  afternoon.

He  was 
inspecting  the  hull  of  the  vessel  with 
Hon.  F.  B.  McCurdy,  Minister  of  Pub- 
lic Works,  and  Hon.  C.  C.  Ballan- 
tyne.

CITY'S  FORCES  TO 

MASS  FOR  ACTION 

Continued  from  Pas*  1 

terday  In  answer  to  the  Premier's  re- 
quest for  concrete  ideas.  Alderman 
Sargent  pointed  out  that  the  city  now 
has  about  700  lots  as  a  result  of  tax 
sales,  and  that  the  best  of  them  might 
be  selected  and  used  as  the  sites  of 
houses  to  be  built  with  the  assistance 
of  the  Government.  Twenty  could  be 
the  initial  number  begun,  and  he  waa 
sure  a  ready  sale  would  be  found  foi; 
them  within  a  month  of  their  com- 
pletion. This,  would  stimulate  the 
lumber  industry,  furnish  employ- 
ment to  many  men  and  houses  to 
the  city,  and  would  also  see  the  city 
rid  of  some  of  these  lots.  The  sta- 
bility of  this  scheme,  he  considered 
unquestioned,  and  he  urged  strongly 
that   the  Government  get   behind  it. 

The  need  of  a  technical  school  in 
the  city  was  pointed  out  by  Mr. 
Clearlhue.  He  knew  any  by-law  au- 
thorizing its  construction  would  never 
pass  the  ratepayers,  but  the  need  ex- 
isted, and  the  school  would  have  to 
be  built  some  time.  The  Government 
might  erect  such  a  building  and  rent 
It  to  the  city,  as  they  bad  done  In 
Vancouver  with  the  Trades  and  Labor 
Temple.  Not  only  a  technical  but 
other  schools  as  well  might  well  be 
built  in  Victoria  Just  now.  he  thought. 
Harbor  Improvements 

A  spur  line  from  the  Reserve  to  the 
Outer  Docks  was  urged  by  Mr.  W.  C, 
Warren,  who  contended  that  direct 
loading  and  unloading  facilities 
should  be  furnished  manufacturers. 
Buch  a  line  might  run  under  the 
Causeway  and  along  behlng  the  C. 
P.  R.  wharves,  thus  giving  direct  con- 
nection to  the  a.  T.  P.,  the  C.  P.  R. 
and  the  Outer  Docka. 

Regarding  the  latter  idea,  Mr.  J 
L.  Beckwlth  stated  that  the  C.N.R. 
officials  had  a  scheme  of  ferry  con- 
nection between  Point  Elllce  and  the 
Outer  Docks  already  well  under  way 
and  that  he  was  aure  from  his  oon-^ 
Terences  with  Mr.  Hanna  and  Mr. 
Hayes  and  the  road  engineers,  that 
action  might  be  expected  very 
shortly. 

He  thought  the  city  authorities 
might  do  something,  and  If  any  such 
work  as  the  breaking  of  trails  on 
Mount  Douglas  was  In  contemplation 
for  the  next  few  months,  he  sug- 
gested an  Immediate  start. 

Another  matter  was  the  Saltwater 
Swimming  Baths  scheme,  it  was  a 
vital  need  of  the  city,  and  would 
cost  more  than  $100,000,  but  if  it 
cost  twice  an  much  It  would  be  money 
M-ell   expended. 

The  great  efTort,  however.  Hhould 
be  the  drydock.  said  Mr.  Beckwlth. 
*»and  it  would  be  wise  not  to  appro'^ch 
'the  Dominion  too  much  on  •  the 
smaller  matters  lest  they  assent  to 
the  small  expenditure  and  sid'>track 
the  big  Item  of  the  drydock.  There 
would  be  plenty  of  Work  to  ao.  he 
thought,  once  flnandal  aid  was  forth- 
coming. 

Tbe  Mayor  held  out  llttla  hope  for 
any  extensive  plan  of  work  from  the 
city.  He  asserted,  and  was  borne  out 
by  Reeve  Lockley.  that  the  council 
wss  not  empowered  to  delve  Into 
next  year's  programme,  and  thus 
commit  the  incoming  council. 

Alderman  Patrick  also  claimed 
that  the  city  could  only  spend  the 
amount  voted  last  jrear.  H«  admit- 
ted, however,  that  fSi.OOS  remained 
of  tha  money  In  the  city's  hands 
under  the  Soldiers'  Housing  Scheme. 
Work  on  MalnlMU 

Mr.  Thompson,  of  the  Development 
Association,  suggested  that  work 
might  be  continued  on  tha  Malahat 
Drive.  There  are  many  dangerous 
points  there  yet.  end  could  be  easily 
worked  on  by  Victoria  men.  It  will 
have  to  be  done  in  a  yaar  or  so  any- 
way, he  claimed.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Victoria  branch 
of  the  Red  Cross  Society  at  Belmont

ALUES  AND  GERMANS 
WORK  ON  REPARATION 

BRUSSELS,  Dec.  18— Conversations 
between  the  Allied  repre^ntatlvea  to 
the  second  financial  conference  and 
the  Germans  today  is  beginning  to 
develop  definite  conclusions  as  to 
what  modifications  of  the  treaty 
cUuses  will  satisfy  the  Germans  that 
they  can  execute  the  treaty  and  pay 
reasonable  reparations.  There  is 
satlfactlon  among  the  AlUea  because 
the  proceedings  seem  to  be  free  from 
theoretical  discussion  and  recrimina- 
tions, and  apparently  both  sides  are 
animated  by  a  sincere  desire  to  reach 
a  definite  agreement  as  to  Germany's 
capacity  to  pay. 

The  Germans  are  Ulklng  less  of  the 
hardships  of  the  treaty,  and  are  deal- 
ing. Instead,  with  changes  that  will 
enable  them  to  pay  and  yet  will  bo 
acceptable  to  the  Allies. 

It  Is  considered  that  the  suggested 
changes  would  not  constitute  actual 
revision  of  the  treaty.
